Three Men Attempt the Jost- 
ling Game at the Rush Herr.

THEY MET WITH RESISTANCE. 


FOUR SHOTS WERE FIRED AT 
THEM BY A PASSENGER. 


Believed to Have Been the Same Men 
Who Robbed Mr. Jennings and 
Mr. Nagel—A Description 
Furnished. 


— 


The three me nwho robbed Robert P. 
Jennings of $48,000 in money and checks and 
who attempted a similar robbery in an 
elevator in the Chemical building ‘SThurs- 
Gay are supposed to be the three who came 
near working a third job last night on «4 
crow4ded street car. Their method was the 
same used heretofore, and but for the 
bravery of their victim they might have 
succeeded. 

When car No. 18 of the Page avenue 4€i- 
vision of the Lindell line crossed EKighteenth 
street going west on Washington avenue 
at 6:0 iast night, its seats were filled and 
passengers were standing in the aisle. 

A well-dressed man stepped from the 
pavement and hailed the car. He stepped 
on the platform and Conductor Harkness 
Was about to pull the bell cord, when some 
one called to him to wait. Looking back he 
saw three men walking around the car 
from the south side of the street. 

The three men remained on the rear 
platform they seemed ‘to be trying to get 
inside the car, but in doing so they jostied 
the passenger who got on before them 
and kept between him and the door. They 
took care ulso fo keep the conductor sep- 
arated from the passenger while they were 
doing. the jostling. 

The first suspicion the conductor had 
that anything was wrong was when the 
passenger seemed to be trying to disen- 
gage his hand and attempted to strike tne 
man who was nearest hien. The three men 
shoved the conductor back against the 
dashboard, rushed past him and jumped 
from the car. ‘ 

The passenger followed them. When 
they reached the pavement the three men 
turned and fazed their pursuer, who pulled 
a revolver and advanced on them, Ail 
three ran around the corner and north on 
Eighteenth street toward Lucas avenue. 
The passenger followed them, weapon in 
hand. When the trio reached Lucas ave- 
nue their pursuer fired a shot. Half a 
block further north he fired three more, 
but the bullets must have gone wide of 
the mark. for the men kept on running. At 
Morgan street they turned east, and when 
their pursuer reached the corner they ha 
disappeared. 

The identity of the man is not known to 
those who witnessed the chase. The sound 
of the shots attracted a large crowd, but 
in the excitement no one thought to ask 
the man his name. 

He told a number of bystanders that as 
soon as he got on the car he noticed that 
the three men who followed him were 
mt ge him and apparently trying to force 
iim against the gate, where he would have 
to use his hands to maintain his balance. 
He made no resistance until the largest of 
the men, who was nearest to him, placed 
his band in the passenger's overcoat pock- 
et. He then tried to get elbow room 50 
as to strike the robber, but wag at first un- 
able to do so because the other two men 
crowded him in such a way that his hands 
were a to his sides. He finally suc- 
ceeded in freeing his right hand and aimed 
a swinging blow at the man who as at- 
tempting to pick his pocket. It was then 
that the three robbers rushed from the 


car. 

Motorman W. H. Johnson said iast 
night: 

“There can be no doubt that these three 
men tried to work the jostling game. When 
my conductor gave me an emergency sig- 
nal I knew something was wrong. I looked 
around the corner of the car and saw the 
threa men running down the street, fol- 
lowed by another man with a gun. I could 
not describe any of them.” 

Some of the residents alon Eighteenth 
street got a better view of the men. The 
description given of them tallies exactly 
with that of the three men who robbed 
Robert P. Jennings, treasurer of the Broad- 
way cable line, two weeks ago. All who 
saw them agreed that there were two large 
men, with light overcoats, and a smaller 
man. with a dark overcoat. 

Asin the case of the Jennings robbery the 
emallest of the men was 80 unsually well 
dressed that that fact called for special 
comment on the part of those who described 
him. 

No crime could have been bolder than that 
attempted last night. The corner is one 
of the busiest in St. Louls. It is a trans- 
fer point for six different streetcar lines. 
The hour was the busiest In the day, when 
thousands were going home from their 
places of employment. Crowds stood on 
the corners and wagons were passing to 
and fro. Men and women, on their way 
home from work, thronged the pavements 
on Eighteenth street when the reult began. 
When the first shot was fir they sought 
refuge in stores and doorways. That no 
one was injured can only be explaned by 
the fact that the robbers kept tn the mid- 
die of the ctreet during their flight. 


MONEY IN EVERY CREVICE

George M. Volimer, an old resident of Still- 
water, died a few weeks everybody 
was surprised to find that his property did 
not amount to much, as he was considered 
a man of means. His last wil! lef all his 
property to his two sons, excepting $ to 
each of his daughters, and contest proceed- 
ings were commenced. Disclosure was asked 
for. but nothing further in the way of a 
will was found and to-day the widow gave 
permission to search the house. Money of 
all kinds and shapes was found there, esti- 
mated at from $7000 to $10,000. It was hki- 
den in eracks and crevices everywhere.

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BAD ACCIDENT = 
ON THE GRIDIRON, 


John Allen of C. B.C. Perhaps 
Fatally Injured. 


RUPTURE OF THE BRAIN FOL- 
LOWED A KICK ON THE HEAD. 


Young Allen Placed in the College 
Hospital and the Best Medical 
Attendance Secured 
for Him. 


John Allen of Springfield, Mo., a student 
of the Christian Brothers College, was 
seriously injured in the football game be- 
tween the Christian Brothers College and 
the St. Louis University Alumni teams at 
Athletic Park yesterday afternoon. 

Allen sustained a rupture of the brain 
and became unconscious shortly after the 
scrimmage in which he was hurt. Dr. 
Henry J. Scherck, who went to the game 
as the university’s surgeon, and a mem- 
ber of the college faculty, took Allen in 
a@ carriage to the college. Dr. Scherck ad- 
ministered injections of nitro-glycerine and 
strychnia on the way, deeming this neces- 
sary to keep the injured student alive. 

Dr. Bllisha Gregory, house physician to 
the college, was summoned by telephone, 
He had not arrived at the college at 8 
o'clock last night, when Dr. Scherck left. 
At that time, several hours after Allen was 
injured, he had not regained consciousness. 

Dr. Scherck said to the Post-Dispatch 
after leaving Allen's bedside, that he 
feared the injury would result fatally. 

he game resulted in an unusual nu™m- 
ber of injuries. H. J. Brockmeyer of the 
college team was injured. His left arm 
was painfully wrenched. Dogherty of the 
same team was injured. Blanton of the 
University team was kicked in the head. 

The injury to Allen, serious though it 
seemed to be, did not terminate the game. 
It occurred shortly after the beginning of 
the second half. 

Allen, who played right tackle, was sent 

against the college line In a play techni- 
cally termed a tackle buck. Allen carried 
the ball. His team mates, in front of him, 
at his elde and behind him, pushed and 
pulled him through the wall of brawn and 
muscle composed of the university men. 
He broke through the line. Freed of the 
restraining hold of the opposing players 
he leaped forward. The collage adherents 
in the stand and on the side lines yelled 
encouragement. 
- Away he dashed, pursued of cowrse. 
had made less than five yards 
Nichols of the University team 
him \and leaped to tackle, to 
down. * 

MecNichol’s leap was short. 
laid hold of one leg of the runner. 
eufficient to down Alien. He fel] with the 
ball grasped tightly under h arm, 

A horde of players, running at full speed 
behind, dashed over Allen. of them 
kicked Allen in the head. The kick was ac- 
oldental. The spectators could not see whose 
foot struck the prostrate player. Football 
ethics forbid the players to tell—if they 
know. 

The excited players ran down the field. 
Allen’s fall was noted. The players ran 
back and surrounded him. He sat up. 

‘I’m hurt,’ he said. There was a wild 
look in his eyes. He doubled up and top- 
pled over. His legs jerked spasmodically. 
He became unconscious. The eyes bulged 
and were glassy. 

Players rubbed his wrists. Some ran 
for water. Dr. Scherck ran to the group. 
He declared Allen was seriously hurt. 

A delay of two minutes is allowed for 
a player to recover. The umpire blew a 
whistle, announcing that time was up for 
Allen to recover. He lay on the field un- 
conscious—to all appearances lifeless. 

Allen was carried off the field and play 
was resumed without him. Players lost 
interest in the injured man. Spectators 
yelled and cheered for the victors. 

Meanwhile Dr .Scherck and others labored 
to revive Allen. A carriage was called. The 
doctor and a member of the faculty placed 
Allen in the carriage and were driven to 
the college. 

Dr. Scherck endeavored without success to 
revive his patient by using powerful injec- 
tions. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Allen had not 
regained consciousness. At that hour Dr. 
}regory, who was at the college, stated 
to the Post-Dispatch, through a member 
of the faculty, that he could not state 
whether Allen’s injury would prove fatal. 
He said his condition was very serious and 
he believed there was a lesion of the 
brain. 

It was stated at 
said while -he lay 
became unconscious, ‘Someone ki 
on the head.” Jt was Ir. Gregory's in- 
tention to remain with Allen all night. He 
coukd not say when the crisis in Allen's 
condition would be reached. Allen has &a 
sister in St. Louls. SHer address was 
not known at the college.

T wenty-8ix Workmen Injured 
in an Accident in lowa. 


RUN INTO BY A GRAVEL TRAIN. 


‘CARS SPLINTERED AND VICTIMS 
HAD NO CHANCE TO ESCAPE. 


Wwo of the Injured Laborers Are Not 
Expected to Live Through the 
Night and Others Will 
Probably Die. 


DENISON, Io., Nov. 11.—Twenty-six men 
were injured in a wreck on the Fort Dodge 
& Omaha Railroad, nine miles north of 
Denison, this afternoon. The gravel train, 
running extra, and a work train containing 
180 men, came together around a sharp 


curve at a deep cut in the road. 

The men were just coming out from din- 
ner and were crowded into boxcars. with 
no chance for escape, when the two trains 
coldided, without any warning whatever. 
The grave] train had clear orders to Arion, 
seven miles southwest of Denison, and was 
g0ing at the rate of about 20 miles an hour. 
The work train was proceeding without or- 
ders. 

The crash came without warning. The 
engine of the gravel train crasned through 
the boxcars filled with their human f-eight, 
tearing them into splinters. 

The roof of the boxcar first struck was 
torn off, and most of those who escaped 
made their way through this opening. The 
scene was indescribable, the steam escap- 
ing from the wrecked engine scalding the 
wounded men as they endeavored to es- 
cape from the splintered ruins. Some of 
the men with broken limbs-made their way 
to the right of way fence and fell fainting. 

As soon as word reached Mr. Sullivan, 
chief of the engineering corps, prompt 
measures were taken for reilef. The in- 
jured were brought to Denison on a spe 
Cial train and a long line of teams breught 
them to the hotels and private residences, 
where they are belng cared for. 

The women of the city generally came to 
the aid of the sufferers and half the physi- 
clans of the company are in attendance 
under the direction of Surgeon H. A. 
Boyle. 

Roadmaster Gillease,;-who was among the 
injured, was taken on a special engine to 
his home at Cherokee. 

Two of the injured, Ed Mickey and Dan 
O'Brien, are not expected to live through 
the night, and several others are expected 
to die. °

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PENSIONS TO VETERANS 


SPEECH IN-. NEW 


Declares the Cry Against Pension 
Frauds Has Been Raised 
Without Cause. 


NHDW YORK, Nov. 11.—Albert D. Shaw, 
commander-in-2htef of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, was tendered a receptiog in 
the Seventy-first Regiment armory to-night, 
together with the 12 G. A. R. posts of 
Greater New York and vicinity. Fully 300 
representatives of the various posta were 
present. 

Commander Shaw spoke on the subject of 
pensions, saying in part: “Again and again 
I have declared my belief that every needy 
and worthy veteran of ‘the great war,’ 
who is entitled to a pension under present 
laws, should be granted one without vexing 
delays, caused by unnecessary and ilMberal 
technicalities or something worse. Hence- 
forth veterans should demand equal and 
exact justice under present enactments 
along the lines of pensions. The war pro- 
duced two classes, in a sense—the creditor 
class, who loaned money and goods to the 
nation, and the brave defenders, who 
loaned their bodies and lives to save the 
Union. One has been emply and grandly 
paid in the full measure of gold values 
of the world: the other has hardly been 
half paid, measured by the same standard. 
After peace blessed the land with plenty 


on every hand, the volunteer citizen-sol- 
diers and sailors voted to save the credit 
of the nation, in a battle of the ballots of 
unprecedented bivterness and importance, 
without allowing any question of retribution 
or well-merited recompense to themselves 
to enter into the contest. There can be no 
doubt that the cry of ‘pension frauds,’ 
‘pension agent sharks’ and the like has 
brought down upon the veterans and pen- 
Sioners of the Union fierce criticism—as un- 
deserved as they have been cruel and even 
brutal in a great number of cases. Thi 
organized plan of defamation recalls the 
masked batteries of war days, those who 
Shot from the rear, the copperheads of that 
time. It has been the cold-blooded calcu- 
lation of men who have placed political ex- 
pediency in the patriotic scales of ‘ustice 
for mere partisan and selfish ends. Under 
President Cleveland this ‘cry’ against ‘pen- 
sion frauds’ to which I have roferred, 
reached its climax. After the oxpenditure 
of really a million dollars appropriated by 
Congress and epent in investigation, it was 
proved conclusively that the pension roll 
was the purest roll in the world. 

“There has never been a period when a 
deeper feeling of unrest and dissatisfaction 
existed among veterans than at the present 
time upon the question of pensions. It is 
widely believed that large numbers of ap- 
pilcations for pensions are purposely de- 
layed in allowance and even many worthy 
cases are rejected, though the claim !s clear- 
ly established as a just one, so as to keep 
down pension expenditures, regardless of 
the clear intent of laws passed ‘by a grate- 
ful people for the benefit of needy and de- 
serving veterans and the allowances are 
seidom what the examining board recom- 
mends. They are nearly always ‘pared 
down.’ I fear this belief is too well found- 
ed. My evidence on this point seems in- 
controvertible. A soldier's widow should 
not be permitted to suffer in this land af 

lenty and we stoutly insist that rule No. 

5 should be abrogated and rule No. 164 
re-established. 

“What is needed, and what ds not now 
enforced, is to thhave the present pension 
laws administered in their plain,. almple, 
constructive intent—withovt any attempt to 
limit expenditures ey authorized In 
their enactment; and let all financial re- 
sponsibility therefor rest upon Congress, 
where it properly belongs. 

“Alas, how keen many are in their will- 
ingness to sneer at the veteran and criticise 
the pension roll. There are blots in it, no 
doubt, but the hue and cry about ‘bummers 
and frauds’ are sad reading to old veterans 
who know all the facts about moral \.-recks 
and wounds of the gervice. Keep up such 
an unfair ‘cry’ against ‘frauds’ in our 
churches, as some mewspapers are doing 
about the nsion question, and the 
churehes would soon feel the hard heel of 
bitgiting and cruel denunciations, and the 
same would be true with lawyers and phy- 
sicianes. 

‘In the financial poverty, comparatively 
speaking, of our country in the last days of 
the surviving veterans of the revolution, all 
were granted pensions. Why should not 
every needy and deserving veteran of the 
great war that saved the government of our 
conscript fatbers from overthrow in its 
unsurpassed period of national wealth be 
promptly granted a pension?’’

PEORIA, Il., Nov. 11.—T¢ Is said by those 
who are in a position to khow that Martin 
Kingman of this city, head of the company 
which has agricultural {mplement houses in 
Omaha, Kansas City and other points in 
the West, and who is also connected in a 
similar way with the company owning and 
operating the Peoria Cordage Works in this 
city, has made over $1,000,000 out of deals in 
Manila hemp within the last year. .

Case and the Canal May Be 
Opened Dec. 1. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Judge C. C. Kohl- 
gaat in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day rendered an important decision in the 
Drainage Canal case, holding that the Fed- 
eral court has jurisdiction in the case and 
refusing to remand it. The Illinois and 
Michigan Canal Commission had brought 
injunction proceedings against the Sanitary 
District, controlling the Drainage Canal, t 
prevent the turning of the water of Lake 
Michigan into the big canal. The Illinois 
and Michigan Canal Commission contended 
that the legai battle should be fought ih 
the Circuit Court of Will County, where 
they expected to be able to win. Judge 
Kohlsaat’s decision is favorable to the 
Sanitary District. It is now believed that 
the canal will be opened Dec. 1. 

Judge Kohlsaat in his decision says: 

The sole ground of removal by defen- 
dants herein, is that the matter in dispute 
invelves the decision of questions arising 
under the laws of the United States. It is 
settled that in order that this case shall 
be removable, it must appear by the Dill 
itself that “‘Some title, right, privilege or 
inimunity, on which the recovery depends, 
will be defeated by one construction of a 
law of the United States, cr sustained by 
the opposite construction’’ (Starin vs, New 
York 115, U. S. 248), and if the bill does not 
contain any statements disclosing this sit- 
uation, the want of them cannot be sup- 
plied in the allegations in the petition for 
removal or tn subsequent pleadings.

OBJECTION MADE TO HONORING 
CROMWELL. 


ARE AIDED BY THE IRISH. 


Statue of the Man Who Executed a 
King Will Be Unveiled Next 
Tuesday.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—The axiom that ex- 
tremes meet was forcibly illustrated by the 
protest raised against the permission given 
by the present Tory Government to erect 
a statue of Cromwell within the precincts 
of the House of Parliament. 

The statue, one of colossal size, stands 


swathed in bandages outside of Westmin- 
ster Hall, awaiting unveiling, on Tuesday, 
by Lord Rosebery, who Will deliver a pane- 
gyric on the man who executed a king and 
reduced Parliament to impotence. 

When the Liberals were last in office 
the Government asked Commons for a small 
vote of money to erect at Westminster this 
Statue, the wo of Thorneycroft, which 
had been presénted to the nation by an 
anonymous donor. The Irish members 
fiercely resisted, supported by a section of 
the mos: extreme Tories of both Houses, 
while quite approving Cromwell's wholesale 
massacres of the Irish, could not forgive 
his execution of Charles I. Lord Rosebery’s 
Government, fearing defeat, dropped the 
demand for.money from Parliament, and 
Rosebery, to whose private order, it now 
transpired the statue was sculptured, of- 
fered to present it to the Government, and 
also to provide for the cost of its erection. 

First Commissioner of‘ Works Akers 
Douglas, a Minister of Cabinet rank, holds 
he has the discretion to grant a site for 
any statue within the precincts of the Pal- 
ace of Westminster, and that Commons, not 
being asked for any money for the purpose, 
has nothing to do with the matter. 

On the day the House of Lords adjourned, 
Lord Harwicke, by 6 voes to 4, carried a 
motion prohibiting the erection of the 
statue. This resolution the Government has 
ignored, so Hardwicke and 30 other peers 
and commoners now address a demand to 
Akers Douglas not to unve!!] it until Par- 
liament has had an opportunity of discuss- 
ing the whole question. 

Minister Douglas curtly acknowledged this 
protest, and Tuesday's ceremony Is to pro- 
ceed, but when Parliament reassembles the 
Irish members and high Tories will continue 
to -assail the Government for honoring 
Cromwell.

“War is upon us. It is not without anx!- 
ety that day by day we open the news- 
papers. Our anxiety may be for dear 
friends who are fighting for us in South 
Africa, or it may be the deeper anxiety 
of the fortunes of our beloved country in 
these days of mighty armaments and_ever- 
increasing fleets; these «lays of autocratic 
ambition and political unrest; these days 
when so many nations, weakened in the 
faith and tainted in their convictions, think 
less of the truth that is righteous that ex- 
alteth the nation and that sin is the only 
reali reproach of any people. 

“A tiny spark of war in any quarter of 
the world may with fatal ease and rapidity 
be fanned into a mighty conflagration. Al] 
Europe is in a@ state of unstable equilib- 
rium. 

“France, amid all her immorality and 
Godlessness, is eager to pour on England 
the pent-up intensity of her envenomed 
hatred. Russia is determined at all costs 
to expand her empire. Germany, with her 
vast armaments and her towering ambi- 
tion, sooner or later will fight a desperate 
battle for the undisputed supremacy of Eu- 
rope and the world. 

“Nothing sadder than to read proofs of 
the lying fury and frantic jealousy with 
which the foreign press almost without ex- 
ception daily vents its poisonous rheum 
upon our mative land. Even in our own 
House of Commons we have heard from the 
lips of Irish Fenians words of treasonable 
virulence. 

“Just as every good and every great man 
is sure to be at all times the very butt 
of slander and malice, so our England, who 
in her relations with all classes of men 
desires only the just and generous, stands 
‘to-day amid the jealousy of nations and 
the hubbub of lies. 

‘“"‘We have need for riteous determina- 
tion and for ardent watchfulness. * 
greater part of Europe is watching us 
eyes burning with envy and ill will, 
only England be resolutely faithful to 
righteousness of God she will be able to 
say, aS Shapspeare said three centuries ago:

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WORST BLOW IN YEARS 


JAMAICA HURRICANE HAS DONE 
INESTIMABLE DAMAGE. 


NO NEWS FROM ONE PORT. 


No Loss of Life So aFr Reported, 
Though Fruit Trade Has Been 
Ruined for a Year. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 11.—Messen- 
gers from the storm devastated districts 
report that Wednesday’s hurricane was the 
most severe experienced in Jamaica for 
many years. It struck the east end of the 
island at 1 o'clock and raged for four hours 
along the northern slopes and through the 
parishes of St. Thomas, St. Mary and 


Portland, westward to Morant Bay on the 
south and Lucea on the north coast, de- 
stroying all cultivation and most of. the 
properties in its course, including 100,000 of 
the United Fruit Co.’s banana trees, con- 
servatively estimated. Port Antonio itself 
experienced serious damage to property, 
including the frult company’s wharf and 
remises; aiso Port Maria Anotto Bay and 

ucea. But the main force of the cyclone 
apparently struck Morant Bay to Priest- 
man’s River, which district is still totally 
cut off. The town of Morant Bay is shat- 
tered, and fears are entertained that the 
fruit company’s business will be seriously 
crippled for the immediate future, as the 
St. Catharine plant is the only part of 
their property which has not. suffered, 
while most of the independent fruit cultli- 
vations are within the area of destruction. 
Estimates agree that the island’s fruit 
trade will require one year to recover. No 
accounts of fatalities have yet been re- 
ceived,

LIBERIA NO LONGER BANKRUPT. 


As a Result of Prosperity the Republic 
May Have Trouble. 
LONDON. Nov. l1.—After & years of 
bankruptcy, America's first conoly, Liberia, 
is now rehabilitated, the Interest on her 
public debt being paid. In 1871 Liberia 
floated a loan of $500,000, chiefly In England, 


but three years later the little republic 
failed to meet the interest, and this con- 
dition of affairs has prevailed ever aince, 
until now Liberia’s fiscal agents in London 
have announced that the government is 
once more able to meet its obligations. 
This step was rendered feasible by a new 
source of revenue derived from rubber, and 
the interest which the bondholders de- 
epaired of getting is now being paid from 
the royalties turned imto the government 
of the republic by the Liberian Rubber 
Syndicate, an essentially English concern. 
The arrears of interest are practically 
swept away, as the bondholders agree to 
accept the comparatively small sum of $75,- 
000 In settlement of the full amount of the 
arrears, though thig appropriation will not 
be applied until the extinction of the debt. 
In the meanwhile the current interest has 
been reduced from 7 to 3 per cent, rising 
\% per cent every three years until ft reaches 
6 per cent, which rate will be maintained 
until the extinction of the loan. 

The development of the rubber industry in 
Liberia has attracted considerable atten- 
tion, which has not confined itself to the 
commercial aspect, as this is likely tn the 
near future to cause diplomacy in relation 
to the statutes of Liberia. The encroach- 
mente of the French upon its territory have 
caused no little disquietude at the Foreign 
Office, while it is the general belief that 
the United States will foo secure a 
coaling station on the Liberian Coast.

AS SUCH COMES THE KAISER TO 
VISIT VICTORIA. 


PORTENDS GREAT THINGS. 


The Royal Family Taking Pains to 
Emphasize the Significance 
of the Event. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—No pains will be 
Spared by royalty to impress the English 
people with the fact that the German 
Emperor, when he arrives on Monday week 
at Portsmouth, comes as an ally whose 
moral support and hearty sympathy are of 
the utmost value. He will be welcomed by 
the thunders of a fleet and the greetings 
of members of the royal family, and dur- 
ing his stay at Windsor there will be 
unique functions of exceptional interest. 
The importance of his visit increases every 
day with the eVident desire of the royal 
family to emphasize it. The Emperor will 
be entertained both at Sandringham and 
Chatsworth, and Count von Buelow will 
accompany him to England with a mill- 
tary retinue and a full naval band. One 
of the chief functions of English royalty 
is to set the style in national policy, Ger- 
man fashion and diplomacy will now have 
the high authority of the court and royal 
family, and the masses and classes are 
expected to take their cue and transform 
the Emperor, not perhapa into an heroic 
sovereign, like either his father or his 
grandfather, but certainly into a useful 
and opportune ally and friend. 

The various littl arrangements ordered 
In the South Seas and in Bast and West 
Africa do not explain the Emperor's sud- 
den access of importance and popularity. 
Diplomatic transactions of the first magni- 
tude are denoted by a reception approach- 
ing that ordered for Napoleon Ill, during 
the Crimean period. It is not improb- 
able that the Emperor will be received 
with municipal addresses of welcome at 
Portsmouth, and that the will have the dis- 
tinction of being entertained at the Man- 
sion House and Guild Hall. The Qyeen, 
returni to Windsor and Balmoral,’ will 
receive rd Salisbury after to-day’s cabi- 
net meeting, and arrangements for the 
Emperor’s English triumphal progress will 
be completed. 

Upon the-arrival at Portsmouth, Nov. 20, 

‘of the Imperial yacht, Hohenzollern, with 
the Emperor, Empress, their two sons and 
others on board, it will be met by the 
British special service squadron, and, it is 
said that the Emperor, wearing the uniform 
of a British Admiral, will bé received by the 
Prince of Wales, similarly attired, and the 
Duke of York. After the salutes and a re- 
view, the party will go direct to Windsor, 
staying there five days. Thence the Emperor 
will go to Sandringham for two days and 
will meet there Lord Salisbury, Mr. Bal- 
four, rd Rosebery, Mr. Chamberlain, 
‘Lord Wolseley and other notables. The re- 
mainder of His Majesty's visit will probably 
be spent at the Duke of Devonshire’s seat 
at Chatsworth and in ag omy in Scotland, 
the Imperial pores returning to Germany 
via Leith on the Hohenzollern. 
British feeling on the subject of the Ger- 
man Emperor’s visit is well voiced by 
Punch’s cartoon representing the Emperor, 
who, challenged by a British sentry, replied:

hearts of the Germans, for they were both 
construed as favorable to the empire and 
government, and the press did everything 
to assure the Czar a hearty welcome. ‘The 

ress dwelt especially on the fact that the 

zar and eror liliam were always 
exerting themselves for peace, and that 
the presence of the Czar at Potsdam, on 
the eve of eror ‘William's departure 
for England, at a moment when Germany 
had entered into a friendly understanding 
with Great Britain regarding colonial pol- 
icy, was tantamount to ah auditional guar- 
antee of peace.

TO THE SECRETARY. 


IN. DEFENSE OF _ SCHLEY. 


Maintains That the Navy Department 
Has Traduced the Hero of 
Santiago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BAUTIMORE, Md., Nov. 12.—The Amer- 
lean to-day (Sunday) publishes an open let- 
ter from Gen. Felix Agnus to Secretary 
Long. He reviews Long’s recent letter to 


the. President, which Agnus says was writ- 
ten “with the obvious purpose of defending 
yourself and your department.” 

“You hint taat Admira! Schley when in 

tndependent command did not find Cer- 
vera’s fleet,”’ the letters continues. ‘"No 
one knows better than yourself that tnis 
is disingenious. You review the contempt- 
ible charges made 4 the disappointed 
Sampson concerning hley’s course off 
Cienfuegos. Thev were not thovght of un- 
til Schley had gained the glorious victory 
at Santiago, and they were crushed to pow- 
der before a Senate committee by the pro- 
duction of a dispatch which you and Samp. 
son had suppressed, the first instance of 
the sort, and it Is to be hoped the las: 
which has occurred in the: history of the 
navy.” 
Further along Gen. Agnus says: ‘‘I quote 
from your letter to the President: ‘You wil! 
reme«anber that you were much troubled and 
grieved when you received the news of his 
(Schley'’s) retrograding maneuver, which 
was the oniy one on the part of the navy 
during the war.’ 

‘Oh, Mr. Secretary, how could you frame 
a churge like that? Not cnly the American 

ople, but the enlightened world know it to 
be absolutely false. 

“There was but one naval commander 
who retreated during the Spanish war. Ad- 
miral Sampson, the conmmander-in-chief, as 
you pompously call him, made that retreat, 
and excited the surprise and indignation of 
the country. He atiacked San Juan with a 
great waste of powder and without accom- 
plishing anything, ingloriously retreated.’ 

Gen. Agnus then berates Sampson for 
taking the York from Santiago and 
Says: 

“Sampson could have gone to meet the 
military commander in any small vessel. 
even a launch, but his pomposity could not 
be sat'sfied with anything less than the 
New York.” . 

“Gen.Agnus caustically refers to the bom- 
bastic dispatch of the ‘commanderin-chief’ 
presenting a victory to the country that 
he had nothing to do with. There was a 
mighty wave of popular disgust when the 
truth became known and then Schiey was 
instantly enshrined in the hearts of the peo- 
ple, there to stay forever in spite of the 
etty bureaucratic attempts to exalt a 

ogus hero. 

“Your efforts, Mr. Secretary, to bespatter 
by inuendo the reputation of a great man 
are in singular contrast with the action of 
your department.”’ 

“Sampson has followed his audacious 
message by frequent efforts in the press 
to discredit Schiey, and vou, ‘Mr. Secretary. 
by your elevation of this man and your 
elaborate efforts to make him a centra 
figure of the navy—svuperior not only to 
Admiral Schley, but to Adm'‘ral Dewey 
also—have incensed the American people 
beyond all bounds. 

“It was on this account that, with a 
number of gentlemen who had the tnterests 
of the Republican party at heart, I sought 
the President and told him that unless 
this persecution of Schley was ended Mary- 
land and other States would go Democratic.

CHARGES OF DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST ST. LOUIS. 


AN IMPORTANT #£=MEETING. 


Interstae Commerce Commission 
Interstate Commerce Commussion Will 
Investigate Those Strange 


Officials and attorneys of all transconti- 
nental railways and representatives of the 
jobbing interests of Pacific Coast cities 
held a’conference at the Southern Hotel 
yesterday to outline a plan of defense to 
the St. Louis Traffic Bureau's charges of 
rate discrimination, which will be heard 
Monday By the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission. 

The meeting lasted through the afternoon 
and far into the night. At the conclusion 
the members of the conference said every- 
thing had been arranged as desired, but 
they declined to make any statement for 
publication, saying they wished to hoid 
their evidence in secret until it should be 
developed on the witness stand. 

_The members of the Interstate Commerce 
Commssion, with their clerks and stenog- 
raphers, will begin to arrive in St. Louis 
to-day. J. T. Marchand, who conducts tne 
criminal rosecutions arising under the 
iaws regulating commerce, has been in St, 
Louis for several days, arranging for the 
Commission's coming. He is registered at 
the Southern Hotel. 

\ The first session of the Commission will 
be held Monday in the United States 
Courtroom in the Federal bullding. A 
arge array of lawyers and witnesses will 
29e present. The deliberations of the Com- 
mision Mill probably last ihrough ‘the week. 

‘I'ne’ charges which will be considered 
were preferred by the St. Louis Traffic 
Bureau, of which A. J. Vanlandingham is 
manager. They are in substance that St. 
Louis is discriminated against in rates to 
Pacific Coast terrtory. All railroads whch 
qMandie Pacific Coast freight are made par- 
ties defendant. The charges were filed 
Aug. 7. 

The position of the Traff'c Bureau Is that 
the adjustment of rates which was made 
by the transcontinental lines in June, 1898, 
is unfair to all se efuies betwoon 
Cincinnati and Denver. t is alleged that 
it operates to exclude the jobbers of those 
cit‘es from competing with Pacific coast 
jobbers. It is also charged that the rate 
ayatema, which says that the St. Louis mer- 
chant shall pay as much for the shipment 
of his freight to the Pacific coast as the 
New York merchant, notwithstanding the 
fact that he is 1000 miles nearer, is in- 
equitable. It is the purpose of the com- 
plaint to force the commiss.on to pass upon 
every rate that has been established on 
transcontinental freight Hnes. 

Concerning the issues tnat would be 
brought before the commission, Mr. Van- 
iandingham said yesterday: 

‘The rate adjustment of 1898 beat St. 
Louis out of the trade of those States be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the Pa- 
cific Ocean because it made a discriména- 
tion against her that would not allow her 
goods to go there without loss to their 
shippers. This discrimination was in the 
form of a ruling that goods in less than 
‘arload lots must be packed according to 
a hundred d-fferent classes, each having a 
certain rate. If a dozen different articles 
are packed together, the whole package 
must carry the rate of the highest classed 
article. Of course, this operates to dis- 
courage small shipments. 

‘Che discrimination would not be so man- 
‘fest if the same restrictions were placed 
on the Pacific coast jobber. But the ruling 
perm.ts him to ship as many articles as he 
wishes at the average rate of all the con- 
tents. This encourages small shipments 
with him and leads dealers who do not 
wish to be hampered by the St. Louis re- 
Strictions to buy from the Pacific coast 
jobber. 

“The great dividing line by which these 
rates are regulated, lies along the easteim 
‘ine of Utah. ‘This rate discrimination de- 
rives St. Louis of all trade west of that 
ine. Why an adjustment of this kind was 
ever made is one of the mysteries that 
this investigation is intended to bring to 
light. It was undoubtedly done for the 
benefit of the Pacific Coast jobber, but the 
inducements he offered for the favor have 
never been announced. Our complaint is 
designed to‘uncover this whole transaction 
with a. view to convincing the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that it is unreason- 
able and fosters favoritism at the expense 
of the wholesalers of the interior States 

This question of transcontinental rates 
is only second in tmportance to the Pacitic 
Coast issue. It is unjust that St. Louis 
ahould pay the same freight on the same 
Class of goods to San Francisco that New 
York pays. It is discrimination without a 
shadow of peacepontion. We believe that 
we have collected enough evidence to con- 
Vinee the commission that such a system 
of rates is unjust and that the only just 
Scale that can be arranged is one based on 
distance and the actual work done. St. 
Louis should have the credit for being 100u 
miles negrer San Francisco than New York. 
She shuld not be made to pay for her 
position on the map. 

“Overy city between Cincinnati and Den- 
ver is vitally interested tn this case, which, 
in my estknation, is one of the most im- 
portant the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
tion has ever been called n to decide. I 
have received communications from many 
of the cities In the territory against which 
the objectionable rates discriminate, and all 
assure me that they will have delegates on 
hand to help us contest our case.”’ 

The counsel for the petitioners will be 
Orr, Christie & Bates of this city. The 
services of Hon. W. B. Calhoun, until re- 
cently a member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, have also been retained. 
The defendants will be represented by sev- 
eral New York and San Francisco law- 
rers.

MIR, BATES’ DEFENSE 


HE DENIES THE sALLEGATIONS 
MADE BY MBS. BATES. 


HIS WIFE ASKS FOR A DIVORCE. 


She Alleges Familiarity With a Spirit- 
ual Medium, Vaguely Defined as 
‘“‘a Grass Widow.” 


Charles L. Bates, a jewelry salesman of 
Louis, is defendant in a divorce suit 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by At- 
torney Alphonse Lefkow, representing Mrs. 
Lou E. Bates, who is now living in Brook- 
lyn, N. YF. 

The couple formerly resided at 4124 Cook 
avenue and are well known, especially 
among Spiritualists. 

The Spiritualistic leanings of at least one 
of them is apt to cut a considerable figure 
in the suit if the attorney for ‘Mrs. Bates 
follows the line of prosecution laid down 
in the petition. According to this document 
a& mystericus woman figured as one of the 
causes for the separation. Her name is'not 
given and she is vaguely described as ‘‘a 

rass widow, a spiritual medium.’’ In how 
ar she was ‘spiritual’ remains for the 
court to decide. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bates have been married 
2% years and have three grown daughters 
and a son, Charles, 10 years old, who is 
now with his mother. he daughters are 
Mrs. George M. Patterson, Mrs. T. M. Big- 
gers and Miss Helen C. Bates. 

The petition alleges genera! indignities, 
threats agninst Mrs. Bates’ persona] safety 
and failure to provide for her and son. 

One of the specific indignities referred to 
in the petition is that Mr. Bates displayed 
familiarity with the “grass widow’’ refer- 
red to and that on one occasion the “grass 
widow kissed |[Mr. Bates while giving spir- 
itual manifestations.” 

Mr. Bates says the charges in the peti- 
tion are without foundation. ‘The staie- 
ment that I am a spiritualist is untrue,’’ 
he said to the Post-Dispatch. ‘“‘My wife is 
a believer in it, and that is the cause of 
most of our trouble. The reference to a 
‘woman in the petition !s totally unwar- 
ranted. I took this woman to my house 
to live as a matter of charity, because my 
wife was interested in her and the asser- 
tion that she or I ever acted improperly 
is fa!se. 

“The real reason for my estrangement 
from my wife was her theatrical aspira- 
tions. A number of years ago she pro- 
fessed to have learned from a spirituaiist 
she was cut out for a great playwright. 
This idea took possession of her so strong- 
ly that I had no peace of mind. She pro- 
duced a play, which was a failure, at De 
Bar’s Opera House. She went East to fol- 
low what she believed to ‘be her chosen 
calling as a playwright. Had she. not filed 
suit for a divorce 1 would have done so 
soon.”’ 

Almost at the same hour when Mrs. 
Bates’ suit was filed yesterday her hus- 
band received a letter/from her. 

‘Mrs. Bates’ petition says she ig engaged 
in literary and theatrical studies. All 
three of the daughters are out of town.

Ducat, the second in command, met the 
men and began to get them in some sort 
of shape betore Col. W. H. Beck arrived. 
Col. Beck reached the barracks Sept. 1, 
and then the regular drills began in earnest. 
Although many of the recruits had seen 
service in Cuba they were all given the 
same work, whieh began with the setting 
up drill, and was followed by drills In squad 
without guns, and then drills with the guns, 
and at length the rifle practice. In these 
10 days the men, under the hard drilling of 
their officers, had got into fine shape, and 
the officers are justiy proud of their suc- 
Cers.

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ANNUAL REPORTS OF PROVIDENT 
ASSOCIATION OFFICERS. 


GROWTH OF THE INSTITUTION. 


President Scruggs Calls Attention to 
the Great Outlay Necessary and 
Appeals to Citizens’ Generosity. 


The friends of the St. Louts Provident 
Association are congratulating the officers 
of the admirable charitable institut.on on 
their report of the work accomplished in 
the association’s 40th year. 


The reports were read at the 
meeting, at 1623 Washington avenue. 
Mayor CC. P,. Walbridge presided. 

After music, Myr. tichard M. Scruggs, 
president of the association, read his an- 
nual report, as follows: 


In behalf of the directors of the St. Louls Provi- 
dent Association it is my duty and an esteemed 
privilege to submit its fortieth annual report. 

The practical work of the association during the 
past year is sufficiently exhibited in the accom- 
panying detailed reports of the several depart- 
ments and the review of them in the ‘report of 
the general manager. We request careful exam- 
ination of those reports. ‘They are the creden- 
tials of our stewardship in the management of 
the sacred trust committed to us for the benefit 
of the poor and unfortunate; and, on the other 
hand, to patrons, of whose bounty we are the 
almonere, they are in evidence to the extent and 
value of their benefactiona. 

Especially the study of those reports is solicited 
as indicating the form of organization or our as- 
sociation and the principles, policy, lines and 
methods of its work. lKHesides beinaz thus exhib- 
ited through their practical operations, they are 
deciared and defined in a standing announcement 
to be found in the printed annual report. It is 
justly claimed that it contains a pletform of 
principles and « directory of methods embracing 
the entire theory and practice of modern secien- 
tifie charity. ‘To give them complete and full 
practical effect has been the sedulous aim and 
endeavor of the directors, and in late years par- 
ticularly to develop its relief work along the 
lines of self-hel and provident schemes and 
ineasures of eimilar design and effect, tending 
to cure the causes of poverty and to prevent its 
degeneration into pauperism, thus realizing the ul- 
timate aim of all true charity, the physical and 
moral elevation of the indigent. In such aim one 
of the most effectual measures is the adoption 
of employment aes .a basis of relief, which is a 
well-established maxim of organized charity, con- 
stituting a mode of relief without impairing the 
sentiment of self-respect and manly independence. 

In order to have employment under our con- 
trol and at instant command, during several 
years past the industrial agencies heretofore re- 

ed have been established. They consist of ‘a 
woodyard for men, where heads families may 
earn by labor household gupplies and the home- 
less food and shelter in a lodge located on the 
same premises; and for women there are well 
equipped sewing rooms, laundry and a day nurs- 
ery in aid to working women by the care of their 
children whilst engaged at work, and also a 
lodge for the shelter of homeless women, among 
whom are young girls coming to the city, strang- 
ers and penniless, to whom the lodge serves as 
a tection as well as a shelter. 

@ announced in our last report, additional 
agencies of similar description and benefit were 
in contemplation, to be located in our central 
building. Accommodation for them has been pro- 
vided, and they will be put in operation at 
once. They consist of an additional day nursery 
and economic school, needed for convenience of 
access to the central part of the city, and an- 
other woman's lodge, intémded for special classes, 
among them young girls at meager weekly wages, 
affording temporary homes at moderate cvet. 
There is also at small charge ovision foe women 
to do their own washing ig@ a department fur- 
nished with all facilities for it. Still another new 
feature introduced and provided for by complete 
equipment is Scent bat for men, women and 
ehildren. 

(~mmensurate with the development of our work 
alone the lines indicated there have been need 
and supply of buildings adapted and adequate 
for their intended uses. Mention has been made 
in former reports of the premises of the men’s 
lodge and woodyard at 1735 South Eighteent) 
street, and of the women's lodge and day aay 
and economic school at 1731 North Twelfth stree 
the laundry at 17286 North.Thirteenth street, an 
coal depot and etables at 1714 ‘North Twelfth 
street. An addition is being made to the laun- 
day, doubling its seize, which was aoeeded for the 
accommodation of its general work, but more par- 
ticularly for better facilities in carrying out its 
educational aim in the training of unskilled wo- 
men as laundresses, whereby they may become 
self-supporting, which is also the eim of the 
sewing room in — women as seamnstréssés. 

It is evident that with thie extraordinary ex- 
pansion in the work of the association there has 
been corresponding need of suitadle accommoda- 
tions for the executive de tments; and this atid 
those needed for the appliences to be added, as 
above mentioned, created an imperative demand 
for the building in which we are assembled. We 
may alos advert to the propriety that the associ- 
ation in the fortieth year, and established as « 
permanent and prominent institution of our city, 
sbould bave a permanent home. 

All the property mentioned has been acquired 
with funds donated specifically for such purposes 
including the premises upow which the laundry an 
women's lodge are located, which was acquired 
through the itnerposition of Mr. James E. Yeatman 
from a fund devoted to charitable uses and of 
whceih ho is one of the trustees. The same is 
true of the central building, and pot anly the 
cost of its erection, but of its furniture through- 
out and entire appointments and equipment haa 
been derived from s«pecial individual denations 
contributed for permanent improvements, and in 
none whatever of the expenditure has there been 
any from the fund of the annual collections for 
the relief of the poor. 

In what has been said concerning the method of 
relief work is to be understood as applying to 
classes able to contribute in whole or part to self- 
suport. It is gratifying, indeed. to find that there 
ie an increas per cent of cages in which that 
method applies, and that it is even desired by ap- 

licants and bt es privilege, thereby render- 
ng an uivalent for aid received. But etill in 
the majority of cases as incident to old age, sick- 
ness and various disabilities, there can be no other 
form of relief than direct alms, and much the

The report of W. H. MoCiain, ehairman 
of the executive committee, gave a state- 
ment of the financial part of the work. 
It was as follows: 


be congratulated that to-night, through the gen- 
erosity of Mr. R. M. Scruggs, the Board of Di- 
rectors is enabled to turn over to the association 
this central office building, with all of its equip- 
ments for better and larger work along the most 
ms ot lines of charity organization. 

A little over a year ago, at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors, Mr. Scruggs stated that if the 
association ‘would purchase the lot that he would 
make a donation of $25,000 for the erection of @ 
central office building. Subsequently, aad in order 
to ‘better adapt the ee to the purposes for 
which it was mtended, his donation was ducreased 
to $35,000, 

Upon the completion of the building it was 
found that the association had no money with 
which to equip it; whereupon, Mr. Scruggs au- 
thorized the Executive Committee to furnish the 
building from top to bottom with desks, furni- 
ture, shelving, eiectric light plant, gas stoves, 
ranges, and, in sbort, whatever was necessary 
to put every department of our work into opera- 
tion. This increased the gift of Mr. Scruggs for 
the ereetion of the building and its complete 
equipment to $42,163.18. 

Vor more than 20 years donations and leets 
bave been coming to the Provident Assoctation 
with the expressed understanding that when & 
sufficient sum was accumulated the -—_ should 
be invested in a permanent home for the asso- 
elation. These funds have been (invested and 
or until they reached the sum of §80,- 
SSS 


The cost of the lot upon which the bullding 
stands was $82,000. The association was, there- 
fore, short $1111.44 of the amount necessa to 

urchase the ground. This sum was advanced by 
Mr. Scruggs, and, to-day, in order to close the 
account, ss bas increased his donation by that 
amcunt; and thus making a total of bis gifts to 
the association $43,274.62. It will thus be seen 
that Mr. Seruggs not only pays for the building 
and its complete equipment, but pays $1111.44 to- 
ward the purchase of the lot. 

In addition to the bequests and donations, the 
essociation owned a lot on Madison and Hogan 
streets, which wos disposed of and the money 
used in the purchase of other groand in the vi- 
cinity of our laundry and women's lodge, and, on 
this lot was located our coal yard and stables. 

In all of the expenditures for a central office 
and other improvements, Mr. Scruggs and the 
Precutive Committee have been particularly anx- 
fous that the public should understand that not 
one dollar of the money contributed for the re- 
lief of the poor bas been vsed either for the pur- 
chase of the lots or for the erection and equip- 
ment of the bulidings. 

It may be urged by some that the money con- 
tributed sbould have been given to the poor 
rather than invested in permanent quarters, but 
neither the officers nor the Board of Directors of 
the association bave thought that they had a 
right to take the funds which were contributed 
for pemnanent investment and use them for any 
other purpose. We feel that the public will 
agreed that the contributor to this manent fund 
and Mr. Scruggs, who pald for this Duillding and its 
equipments, had a right to say whether the money 
should be used for permanent investment or tem- 
porary relief 3 

At the risk of being tedious, permit me to again 
state that not one dollar of the funds contrib- 
uted by the public for the relief of the poor has 
been used for the purchase of nds or the 
erection and equipment of any of the buildings 
now under the control of the association.

Other communications were apparently

We Haw was but the beginning of the 
Postoffice Inspector's labors. Associated 
with Inspector McKee on the case was Mr. 
Meyers. Both had watched the Chinese 
quarters night after night without a single 
reward for their vigilance. Indirectly they 
had received information that Chinese had 
lost their savings by playing the lottery. 
The tip came from an anonymous source, 
and Postmaster Baumhoff was summoned 
to the consultation in the Postoffice In- 
spector’s apartments.

A Chinese missionary, who is credited 
with having much influence among his 
countrymen, re-enforced the regular offi- 
cials. But not a syllable of evidence did 
he procure. The word went out to keep 
Quiet and Wee Haw was protected. 

At the preliminary examination Wee 
Haw pretended not to understand the 
English language. Ex-Gov. Charles P. 
Johnson represented ‘him. The Governor 
had been roused from bed at mid- 
night on the occasion of Wee's arrest. A 
delegation of 10 Chinese were waiting to 
see him. They werein a frenzy of excite- 
ment, but the Governor sent them home. 
The Federal Grand Jury indicted Wee Haw 
and again his friends were alarmed. 

But when they found the Government 
would have to translate the lottery tickets 
as evidence they smiled. And Wee Haw 
looked happy when he walked out of the 
courtroom. 

The Postoffice inspectors say the case has 
by no means been abandoned. 

“We are working on new lines,’ he gald 
yesterday to the Post-Dispatoh, “and don’t 
propose to give up until every Chinese con- 
nected wit this lottery is apprehended. 
Wee Haw’s arrest was only the preliminary 
to our investigaton. There are others be- 
sides him identified with the scheme and 
ou May say they will be landed eventual-

“Do you believe any Americans are en- 
gaged with the Chinese in the lottery?’ 
the inspector was asked. 

“Not in an executive cogent... he re- 
plied. ‘“‘But I have no doubt, judging from 
the names to whom the tickets were mailed, 
that geome of Uncle Sam’s native born citi- 
zens have bought tickets.’’ 

“Are tho lottery tickets still circulating 
in the mails”’’ 

*““‘Niot at present, nor were they pending 
Wee Haw’s trial. But now that the court 
hes passed on the case we expect they will 
resume operations, if, in fact, they are 
mot now operating. Our future movements 
in the case cannot be 4d , for they 
may be confined to another city. There are 
thousands of Chinese here in the West who 
can decipher this ticket and we shall not 

ve up until we get one who will do so. 

he lottery is just as hurtful to the Chinese 
as was the old Loulsiana State Lottery to 
Americans, and is unquestionably on as 
extensive a scale, proportionately speak- 


istrict Attornevs Edward A. Rozier and 
Wildam Morsey represented the prosecu- 
tion when Wee Haw waa arraigned for 
trial. They, too, had tried to obtain wit- 
nesses, but without avail, and hence they 
were not eurprised at the court’s action. 

Mr. Morsey stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that the case was really in abeyance. 

“We can order Wee Haw’s arrest to- 
morrow,” he eaid, ‘‘and try him on the 
evidence at hand. The limit In which we 
are privileged to so act is three years. 

‘In many respects this is the most re- 
markable case that has ever come under 
my observation. It is the first time I have 
seen justice beaten in a Federal court. That 
is to say while we could not properly de- 
mand a conviction without producing in- 
trovertible evidence of the prisoner’s guilt, 
we felt he should be punished. The case is 
hardly settled. Lotteri are a violation 
of the law, whether conducted by Chinese 
or Americans,

HUNTING IN THE SOUTH 


Sport in Louisiana Is Plentiful Now 
and the Season Is in Full 
Swing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 11.—The week 
just ended opened the hunting season be- 
yond the reach of the city or State law. 
There had been many sportsmen who re- 
mained away from the duck lagoons until 
the first of the month, but when that date 
arrived they flocked to the game, meeting 
varied luck. The lack of fresh water has 
scattered the ducks corsiderably, but, judg- 
ing from reports from all sections of the 


State, the:e are a great many more ducks 
eouth this year than last. The ind-cations 
are for an excellent year, for the feed re- 
mains plentiful in the majority of lagoons. 

Since the beginning of the month and the 
ending of hot weather the fishing has also 
greatly improved. There have been very 
few bigh-larn birds killed as yet, however, 
and the deer, for the time be ng, are kept 
far out of the reach of hunters. Extreme- 
ly dry weather has made the prairie hard 
and the deer have found another avenue of 
escape. 

Since the close of last week all the re- 
strictions placed upon the killing of game 
under the State law were removed and 
the hunters flocked to the various grounds 
for ducks and the game of the high lands. 

The sportsmen were again reileved of 
the necessity of establishing the constli- 
tutionality of an ordinance which has 
been enforced to some extent within the 
past two seasons. This ordinance changed 
the date for opening the game season, fixed 
by a State act, and added two months of 
restriction. Under the laws of the State 
sportsmen are allowed to kill ducks and 
all other kinds of game after the begin- 
ning of September. The city ordinance, 
passed since the State act, increases this 
time to Nov. 1. While there were many 
hunters who kilied game after Sept. 1, there 
were aA great many others who observed 
the city law and kept away from the la- 
goons and the duck blinds. 

As a result there are more ducks with- 
in reach this year than for many seasons. 
The recent cold weather in the North has 
driven the birds southward, and even now 
they are arriving in great droves. There 
are not very many teals reported, but the 
French, Mallard and common varieties are 
plentiful. It was reported on Sunday night 
that a few canvasbacks were bagged be 
low the city. 

While the ducks are present In sufficient 
numbers to enable sportamen to secure 
all that they can wish for, they are a lit- 
tle hard to reach in some sections of the 
State. Owlnge to the tack of rain there 
is but little fresh water, and many of the 
ducks have passed out of reach in search 
of this kind of feeding ground. A hard 
rain for a day or two and cool weather 
will give excellent sport. 

The same dry weather which is effecting 
the duck lagoons is making it difficult for 
the deer hunters to meet with much suc- 
cess. During last week a party of sports- 
men went down to Woodland plantation, 
in Plaquemines Parish, on the right bank 
of the river, and while they started three 
deer, the pratrie was so dry that the hunt- 
ers could not follow the dogs. 

The real sportsmen in this State are 
kept busy all the time in an unsuccessful! 
attempt to check the lawless acts of the 
men who hunt for the markets. Last week 
the killing of over 700 teal ducks in one 
night was reported from Sheel Beach. An- 
other slaughter of game was committed in 
Plaquemines Parish the same week, when 
13 deer were killed by one party of hunters. 
These hunters, with a bright light. hunt at 
night and kill the deer ag they find them 
resting up after a hard day’s drive, for 
the hunters shoot every day. The deer have 
been driven s@ much since the opening of 
the season that they are wild and make 
straight for the prairies, 


MACHINE 10 FIRELOCOMOTIVES 


Device, It Is Claimed, Will Feed the 
Flames Automatically and May Do 
Away With Engineers’ Assistants. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—An employe of the 
Pennsylvania road has invented a machine 
that will revolutionize the firing of loco- 
motives, if it does all that its maker claims 
for it. Its work is to throw coal into the 


engine firebox with an even distribution. 
If the device is a success and is adopted 
a hewn by the railway companies it will 
isplace several hundred thousand firemen 
by 


and allow locomotives to be operated 
one man Instead of two. 

Firemen now do the work with shovels, 
throwing 19 pounds to the shovelful on an 
average. The machine is arranged go that 
an engineer, merely by turning a little 
wheel, can place coal in a firebox at a 
speed of 21 cubic feet a second. 

Rallroad experts say that it is next to im- 
possible to get men to keep even fires in 
engines, Several methods to obtain this re- 
sult have been tried. Recently one of the 
(hicago roads made a rule that coal be 
fed to engines one shovelful at a time, clos- 
ing the firebox door each time. 

The gigantic locomotives that are 
used by a majority of the railroads 
eume coal by the ton and the duties of 
firemen have become so arduous that of 
late many have resigned their positions on 
account of overwork. The men say that 
unless invention comes to the rescue two 
firemen must be put on the big engines.

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FARM WAS HIS PRIDE 


WISH OF THE GREAT DETECTIVE 
PINKERTON IGNORED. 


BEAUTY OF THE PLACE GONE. 


Ambition of the Founder Was to Es- 
tablish the Model Country Place 
of the Whole State. 


CHICAGO,IIIL., Nov. 11.—Eighty-five miles 
south of Chicago, in the heart of the corn 
lands of Central Illinois, is a lHittle town 
where the fame of the late Allan Pinker- 
ton was established on quite another basis 
than that which made him world re- 
nowned, and to-day, 13 years after the 
death of the great detective, one may find 
there those who, though having had pos- 
sibly only limited konwledge of the scope 
and value of his work in its relation to the 
business world, yet retain vivid recollection 
of the man as known through his partial 
residence among them, and talk entertain- 
ingly of “Pinkerton” and “his farm,” ad- 
jacent to the village, where during the last 
ten years of his’ life he invariably passed 
from “Monday until Wednesday of each 
week, unless prevented by urgent. business 
summons elsewhere. Thither came also, 


at intervals, various members of the vast 
detective force of which Mr. Pinkerton was 
the head, seeking rest and recuperation 
from the strain of some especially ardu- 
ous case. There for two years dwelt James 
McParlan, broken in health, but famed 
across the continent as the intrepid mem- 
ber of the Pinkerton force who literally 
took his life in his hands that. the mur- 
derous organization known as the ‘‘Moliie 
Magutires’’ might be destroyed. And with 
him his faithful bodyguard, stalwart John 
Deacon, also a “Pinkerton man,’ whose 
Scotch strength and fidelity dogged Mc- 
Parlan’s every footstep, lest some .daring 
spirit, covetous of the $30,000 reward offered 
by the ‘“‘Molliies’’ for the living or dead body 
of the hated detective, should attempt by 
violence to secure it. 

“Larch Farm,” as this beautiful country 
place of more than 200 acres was christened 
by tts owners, is one mile north of Onarga, 
in Iroquois County, and came into Mr. Pink- 
erton’s possession through services ren- 
dered the Illinois Central raod about 1864, 
though it was not until nine years later 
that he was able to devote time and money 
to the execution of a plan, long cherished, 
of evolving from raw prairie land a farm 
which should be the acme of Western rura, 
development. Then, as a preliminary, two 
broad driveways were laid across the entire 
farm from north to south and from east to 
west, and a portion of these, together with 
the shorter roads approaching the house 
site, and the serpentine walks around it, 
filled in. with crushed cinders, transported 
from a distance at great expense. The 
next improvement, and one involving much 
outlay, was a bordering on either side of 
the driveways of a double row of ever- 
greens, set at a distance of four feet apart, 
and behind these seven rows of larch trees, 
the same interval of separation being ob- 
served. The entire farm was then inc.osed 
with a hedge of sage orange, having an 
inside bordering of larch corresponding in 
depth to that of the driveways, 1000 ever- 
greens and 85,000 larch trees being used in 
carrying out the scheme. Relieving the 
somber shading of the avenues were rows of 
brilliant flowering plants and disposed at 
intervals throughout the four acres consti- 
tuting the lawn were flower beds of unique 
design, rare plants, artistic garden vases 
and statuary, with the crowning ornament 
a minuature artificial lake, crossed by a 
rustic bridge and having at anchor a tiny 
white boat for the use of guests. 

The house, erected in 1875, was built in 
Southern style; a wide, low mansion, with 
broad porches extending on either side, 
many windowed and surmounted by an or- 
namental cupola, while in interior finish and 
furnishing it was a model of convenience 
and luxury, many devices not then com- 
monly used in rural districts being intro- 
duced to add to its comfort.

and the maintenance of a greenhouse con- 
taining over 2000 plants, many of them ex- 
ceedingly rare and beautiful. 

Besides the buildings previously 
tioned were half a score of others, 
designated as to its particular use by p - 
ly letter name and number—‘“‘frulthouse, 
“roothouse,”’ ‘“‘hoghouse No. 1,"" “‘Shoghouse 
No. 2,” “Jumbo,” “horse barn No. 1,” 
“horse barn No. 2,” etc., all built after the 
most approved ideas of that day. One es- 
pecially interesting, a tiny brick structure, 
partly underground and approached by a 
short, downward flight of steps, was desig- 
nated by Mr. Pinkerton “the Snuggery,’ a 
small one-room apartment, carpeted and 
furnished only with ohairs and a table, on 
which rested an immense book, in which all 
visitors to Larch Farm were expected to 
register. Inspection of this volumne_ re- 
vealed many: notable names, with others

TWO CREWS SAVED BY A JUG 


Frightful Experience During the West 
Indies Hurricane Reported by 
Ships Arriving in Norfolk.

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 11.—Particulars 
have reached here from Bogue Inlet, N. 
C.. where the hurricane of last week was 
exceptionally severe, of the rescue of the 
Philadeiphia-bound vessels— 
David—both bound from 
Savannah with cargoes of lumber, which 
were wrecked o ffthat piace. The story 
of the rescues is thrilling. The two vessels 
left Savannah together and proceeded in 
company up the coast, The storm struck 
them off Frying Pan Shoals, on the North 
Carolina coast. Both vesseis made the 
best headway possible against it. but in 
the storm and darkness both were driven 
upon the beach at Bogue Inlet. The fisher 
folk and pilots stationed there sighted the 
wrecks and stood by ready to render all 
assistance in their power. The vessels 
were atranded entirely too far off shore 
for much to done by those on shore. 
The crews of both vessels owe their lives 
to the safe journey of an empty jug from 
the Davis to shore, where the line tiled to 
the handle was secured by those on shore. 
and by this means the men were rescued 
All night tong the crews of the ill-fated 
schooners remained in the rigging, waiting 
for the jug upon which a score of human 
lives depend to reach shore. Capt. Pitt- 
man says the suspense was awful. But 
for the success of the forlorn hope both 
crews must have been wnhed.

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MARRIED BY PROYY, 


ILLNESS OF NINA MALATO RE- 
CALLS AN OLD ROMANCE. 


SPIES WAS HER FIRST HUSBAND 


His Brother Represented Her While 
the Anarchist Was in Jail and 
Under Sentence of Death. 


CHICAGO, Il, Nov. 11.—Mrs.. Nina Van 
Zandt-Malato, who has been lying at the 
point of death for over a week at No. 204 
Milwaukee avenue, has a story interwoven 
with the moat dangerous crisis in Chicago 
history. Twelve years ago she was married 
by proxy to August the anarchist, 
then under sentence for complicity in the 
Haymarket riot of May 4, 1886. While the 
weeks of the celebrated trial dragged out 
their slow length Miss Van Zandt showed 
her devotion to the condemned man in 
many ways. The story of her admiration 
furnished the melodrama of the case. She 
attracted more attention than the anarch- 
ists themselves, or than the legal luminaries 
who became famous in the conduct of the 
trial. Handsome, young and reputed rich, 
she walked in romance. 

August Spies, so the police were firmly 
convinced, caught at the girl's support, as 
a drowning man clutches at a straw. Up 
to the date almost of his execution he be- 
lieved that by persuasion, by money, by in- 
fluence she might save his life. On her 
part, Miss Van Zandt did everything which 
affection and the ingenuity of a keen wit 
could devise, first to secure acquitta] and 
afterward the escape from jail of August 
Spies. That she failed was not her fault. 

Four years ago Miss Van Zandt married 
Stephen Malato, Representative in the IL.i- 
nois Legislature from the Seventeenth Sena- 
torial District. Mr. Malato is prominent 
among Chicago Italians, a Democratic lead- 
er in his ward and he was once a member of 
the City Council. He has never been con- 
nected with anarchists or anarchistic or- 
ganizations. At the time Miss Zandt be- 
came Mrs. Malato she remarked, in speak- 
ing of her marriage to Spies: 

[ was a foolish young girl then,” show- 
ing how the exciting events of that time 
appear to her in the light of experience. 

Miss Van Zandt is the daughter of an 
expert chemist, who stood high in his pro- 
fession and had amassed considerable for- 
tune. The family lived in a handsome house 
on Huron street, and Nina Van Zandt was 
the only child. At the time of the Hay- 
market riot she was 17 vears old. She first 
saw August Spies, the leader of the anarch- 
ists, and probably the least sincere of them 
all, at the preliminary trial. She fell des- 
perately in love with him and began to 
haunt the corridors of the county jail 
bringing flowers and fruit. even sending 
mezis to Spies from the best restaurants. 

She was a strikingly handsome xirl, of a 
dashing type of beauty, and always ap- 
peared in stylish gowns of rich materials 
and often of flaunting colors. Women 
used to flock to the trial for a glimpse of 
Nina Van Zandt and of August Spies. as 
they would to see a popular hero and hero- 
ine at a matinee. She believed unti] the 
verdict was read that the jury would never 
find Spies guilty. After the verdict she bent 
every energy to securing a rehearing. Fi- 
nally she decided to marry the anarchist 
in jail, and hegan to carry out arrange- 
ments for the wedding as it had been a 
happy affair. As soon as the wedding was 
rumored, however, public sentiment de- 
nounced Spies, and the newspapers called on 
oe to forbid the ceremony.

The policy of imperialism is making progress. The Attor- 
ney General in an opinion which seems made to order “holds 
that the President exercises absolute control over territory 


held through military occupation and that none of his acts: 


regarding such territory can be called in question so long as 
they are not nade in his purely civil capacity as President.”’ 
He decides that “ihe President as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and not as President, can make appointments of civil 
governors without legislation by Congress.” 

The opinion contemplates the indefinite duration of the 
military eccupation, and while it Jasts the Commander-in- 
Chief of the army will be the source of civil authority. 

Moreover, “the President will impose the real burden of 
taxes upon the wealthy classes and business men, thus re- 
Hieving the struggling poor from what has heretofore been 
their chief obstacle to progress.” 

That is the essence of imperialism in all ages. The power 
to impose taxes is a sovereign power. Is it wise to vest it in 
one man without check or control? If such a power is involved 
in military occupation, the less we have of that the better, 
both for ourselves and our “‘colontes.”’

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TWO THOUSAND, MEN ARE OUT OF 
EMPLOYMENT. 


Special to the Post-Dispateb. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 11.—In the face of 
all that has been proclaimed as to the pros- 
perous condition of the tin plate trade in 
the United States, the’amazing fact comes 
to light that of the 39 plants controlied by 
the American Tin Plate Co. 106 mills are 
shut-down. This is equal to the total ca- 
pacity of 16 plants, and means a loss to la- 
bor of nearly $371,000 a month, to the trust 
of $20,000 monthly in interest on unproduc- 
tive investment and possible millions in 
lost profits. It further means the idleness 
of over 200 men in the rolling department 
alone, and thousands more in the other de- 
partments. 

In the face of these facts no statement 
that is at all adequate to explain these 
astounding conditions can be secured from 
any quarter. 

The workmen simply point to the {idle 
mills and refer to the wages that they are 
losing, the trust people preserve a sphinx- 
like silence, while consumers and foreign 
manufacturers hazard all sorts of conjec- 
tures. Some of these are plausjbie, others 
bear their refutation upon their face. One 
fact alone stands out like the accusing 
handwriting in the hall of Belshazzar, the 
mills are closed. McKinley special pro- 
tection to the contrary notwithstanding, no 
wheels are moving in 106 of them, 

Shortage of steel, increasing Welsh com- 
petition, high prices of raw material and 
consequently small profits, the decadence 
of the Standard Oj! Co.’s custom, some in- 
scrutable purpose on the part of the trust; 
all these are suggested, but none seem to 
explain the industrial mystery. 

The conditions have had no parallel since 
the industry received its impetus from the 
McKinley law. ' 

The shutting down of plants has been 
roing on since January of this year. 

The trust, since its purchase last January, 
has had control of 49 plants, operaling 
mills, the last to be erected in time for 
merging with the trust being the mam.- 
moth 30-mill Shenango plant at New (us- 
tle, the largest in the word. Ten cof these 
mills have never turned a wheel since com- 
pretion. 

Of the 16 plants now idle, wholly or partly, 
three are in the Pirtsburyg district. The 
Stor, in Twelfth street, closed down one- 
half of its mills tive weeks ago, and the re- 
mainirg tour mills eight days ago. There 
are 14 mills at the Monongahela plant, 
South Seventeenth atreet. hese 
operations entirely last week. 
Demmler there are six mills idle. 
claimed that these are awaiting 
they have been out of operation for many 
weeks. Wheeling district comes in a good 
second. ‘The plant at Murtin'’s Ferry, one of 
the newest and most complete, has nine 
mills, which have been idle for many 
weeks. The Etna-Standard, at Bridgeport, 
vas not turned a wheel of its 10 mills for as 
many duys, and the La WGelle, at Wheel- 
ing, is completely shut down, 

New Castle has three plants, none of 
which ts being operated In fuil. Ten are 
idle at the Shenango, three at the former 
plant of the New Castle Tinplate Co., and 
the entire Neshannock plant of six milis 
has retiained idle since January. At the old 
Morton plant, at Cambridge, Y,, the entire 
six mills ciosed down last week. 

The Ohio River plant of five mills, lo- 
cated at Kemington, near Rochester, has 
for some months been on the retired list; 
likewise the Crescent at Cleveland. Blairs- 
vilie has its two mills idle, and the chances 
for their resumption are slight. 

At Connelisville the entire plant of six 
mills closed down early last week. The 
Cumber.and, Md., plant of six mills waa 
among the first to suffer same months ago, 
and the residents fear it will be dismantled.

NEW LUMBER TRUST, 
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PROPOSED COMBINE TO CONTROL 
REDWOOD FORESTS/ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—An Eastern 
Syndicate has an agent here who now holds 
options on the redwood forests of Califor- 
nia. He represents a combination with a 
capital of $200,000,000. His name is Volney 
Foster of Chicago, and he has secured op- 
tions from all the large lumber companies 
and land-owners. 

In recent years the financial record of the 
redwood lumber trade has been a dismal 
one. A decade ago Gen. Russell A. Alger 
and other Michigan and Wisconsin capitail- 
ists made large investments in mills and 
timber, but they never paid. For a long 
time redwood lumber has been marketed 
at cost or below and great losses have been 
incurred. 

The redwood timber belt of California is 
the only one in the world. Indeed, the red- 
wood tree is unknown elsewhere, and it has 
no near relative, except the Sequoia gigan- 
tea, the celebrated big tree of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. The redwood itself is a 


big tree, only second in size to its mountain 
cousin. It grows to a height of 300 feet and 
attains a butt diameter of 16 feet. It is 
an ideal timber tree, its straight, 
trunk bearing no branches until it reaches 
a reat height and tapering little until an 
altitude of 20 feet above the ground is at- 
tained. In the forests of the Northern Cali- 
fornta Coast this splendid tree stands in 
groves so dense that the sunlight is shut 
out and the traveler appears to be walking 
under the roof of a vast temple of nature's 
building. 

The California redwoods are undoubtedly 
the finest timber forest in the world, None 
other yields so abundantly. While an acre 
of pine in the Southern States or in Minne- 
sota will cut on an average of 5000 feet, and 
seldom or never goes beyond 10,000 feet, 
the redwood groves of Humboldt County 

ive an average of 84,000 feet of clear lum- 

rto every acre cut over. A yleld of near- 
ly 1,600,000 feet of lumber upon an acre is 
on record, This was lumber enough to have 
eovered the ground on -.which the forest 
steod with a solid block of frame buildings 
10 stories high. A redwood tree of only 
average size will furnish sufficient lumber 
to build an entire house of cottage size, and 
a tree which waa cut last year made over 
100,000 feet of lumber. 

The redwood forests, which originally 
stretched from the latitude of San Fran- 
cisco on the south to and a little beyond 
the Oregon line on the north, were the first 
timber resources of the Pacific Coast which 
were developed by the ploneers, and for 
half a century the lumberman has been 
busy in these splendid forests. Still the 
greater vortion of them remaina and, with 
the fir forests of the State of Washington 
on the north, they constitute the largest 
available Jumber supply in the country. 
They are fortunate in having escaped the 
ravages of fire, which was due to the cir- 
cumstance that the redwood tree contains 
no rosin and is so full of water that it 
will not burn. For general building pur- 

oses the redwood ta not so desirable as yel- 
ow pine or fir, but for interior finish and 
many other uses it is superior. At the pres- 
ent rate of consumption 1000 feet of redwood 
lumber is used to every 2000 feet of fir and 
pine. The expcrt trade to Hawall, Australia 
and even to Europe is becoming important. 

If the Foster syndicate succeeds in buy- 
ing out the California lumbermen it will be- 
come the owner of a splendid domain and 
will haye a close monopoly. All the red- 
wood timber in the world grows in an area 
of 2000 «quare miles, or 1,280,000 acres, and 
this area is in the form of a long, irregu- 
lar belt, ranging in width from 10 to B® 
miles, and extending through the northern 
coast counties of this State. The redwood 

rows only where it is encompassed by the 
loam and damp winds from the Pacific. 
Henry Gannett of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey has estimated the amount of 
standing timber in the redwood forests at 
75.000,000.000 feet. 

ScientifiCe «students of forestry have dif- 
fered concerning the reproduction of the 
redwood timber. It never grows again from 
seed, but does sprout from the _ roots. 
Henry Gannett, before quoted, asserts that 
“with the clearing away of the present 
forests the end of the species as qa source 
of lumber is at hand.”’ A different opinion 
is held by Mr. E. T. Allen of the Division 
of Forestry of the United States Agricult- 
ural Department, who has just returned 
from a tour of the forests, which he made 
in company with atudents from Harvard, 
Stanford and the University of California. 
Mr. Allen is quite positive In the bellef 
that if the young shoots which «pring up 
where the redwood has been cut are not In- 
terfered with the lands will again be made 
to produce lumber; but as the present for- 


ests are from 1000 to 1500 vears in age, it 
will be a long time before they regain their 
former beauty and majesty, if they ever do.

ROBERTS OF UTAH. 


A 8t. Louis Lawyer Claims That Oon- 


greas Is Bound to Seat Him. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, , 
I read with interest the dispatch from 


Washington recently published in the Sun- | 
day Post-Dispatch in whieh Henry M. 
Smith, former Journal Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, claimed that the con- 
tested election case of Campbell vs. Can- 
non, deeided in the Forty-seventh Congress, 
was similar to that of the case of Brigham 
H. Roberts, member-elect from Utah to 
the Fifty-sixth Congress, and that in con- 
sequence thereof Roberts can .be unseated 
by a majority vote of the House. 

I am surprised that a man of Mr. Smith's 
experience and acquaintance with Congres- 
sional procedure and precedents should 
make such statements, because the two 
cases present no similarity whatsoever, un- 
less it cou:d be claimed that they resem- 
ble each other because they are so dif- 
ferent. 

George Q. Cannon Was a Velegate {from (he 
Territory of Utah in the Forty-third, Formy- 
fourth, Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Con- 
gresses, in each of which his right to his 


seat was contested on the ground that he 
was a polygamist, but in each case the de- 
aision of the House was in his favor. He 
was a candidate for the same office in the 
Forty-seventh Congress, and at the elec- 
tion held on Nov. 1880, received 18,568 
votes, as ainst 1 cast for his oppo- 
nent, Allen G. C ll. This election was 
held under the provisiona of Section 1862 of 
the Revised Statutes. This section pro- 
vides how Delegates shall be chosen, does 
not exact any qualifications, but provides 
that the person havi the greatest number 
of votes shall be declared by the Governor 
of the Territory duly elected, and be given 
a certificate accordingly. Section 1 also 
provides that such Delegate shall have a 
seat in the House of Representatives, with 
the right of debating but not of voting. 

The canvass of the votes before the Gov- 
ernor, began on Dec. 14, 1880, and concluded 
on Jan. 8, 1881, showed that George Q. Can- 
non had received 18,568 votes and Allen G. 
Campbell 1357, and under the law Cannon 
was entitled to a certificate ef election from 
the Governor. However, Campbell) claimed 
that Cannon, who was born in Engiand, 
had never been naturalized and was there- 
fore ineligible, and that being a poly st 
he was not a person of “good moral char- 
acter’ and therefore could not be natural- 
iged, and that all the votes cast for Can- 
non were vold and he (Campbell) was elect- 
ed, and on these grounds demanded the 
certificate. The Governor, in the mistaken 
idea that he had the right to go behind 
the returns, heard evidence and arguments 
to show that Cannon was an allen and a 
polygamist, and on these grounds, findin 
them, as he believed, sustained, Pn mpi, | 
Mr. Cannon_ineligible and disqualitied to 
serve as a Delegate. He further decided, 
under an eroneous view of the law, that 
Mr. Cannon being ineligible the votes cast 
for him were void, and Mr. Campbell, be- 
ing a citizen of the United States and 
therefore eligible, having received the next 
highest number of votes was elected, and 
thereupon gave him the certificate, whch 
Campbell flied with the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives. 

Mr. Cannon gave notice ofcontest as re- 
quired by law, but did not take any testi- 
mony within the time allowed for such pur- 
pose, but he obtained from the Secretary 
of State certified copies of the returns. 
showing the vote, etc., which he filed with 
his case.

RULED BY WHITE QUEEN. 


DEATH PENALTY FOR WHITE 
MAN WHO GOES THERE. 


Story of the Adventure of a Party of 
Canadians Captured by 
the Ungaras. 


FORT FRANCIS, Ont., Nov. 11.- 
reign of many years, Andaga, the white wo- 
man who had for a long time ruled over a 
gmall band of Indians occupying a territory 
some 200 miles north of the line dividing 
the United States and Canada, is dead, ana 
her daughter Nita, the wife of John W. 
Dale, the young man who discovered gold 
in the Rainy Lake country, has been de- 
clared* queen in her place. 

It is the first intimaticon of a 
character’ that has reached the 
world ‘from the Indian country for nearly 
three years, when Dale, who had been pros- 
pecting in that region with two compamions, 
returned to Fort Francis, accompanied Dy 
the young woman who is now his wife, 
and related a tale startling that its 
truth was doubted. 

Dale said he had discovered a storehause 
full of gold and had had a narrow escape 
from death at the hands of the Indians, 
who, he sa‘d, called themselves the Un- 
Savas, and who had a white eon for 
a@ queen. He, with his companiohs, had 
been assisted to escape by the young wo- 
man, the daughter of the queen, who had 
later fled with Dale. 

Dale and the girl were married at Fort 
Francis several weeks after their arrival 
here, and finally returned to the land of the 
Ungavas, in the hope that the daughter 
might make peace with her mother, the 
queen. That she was successful in her 
undertaking is shown by the story of the 
Indian ‘runner, who has just brought the 
news of the death of the queen and the 
Buccession of Mrs. Dale to her place. The 
position of Mr. Dale as king is merely 
nominal, his wife being the real ruler, to 
whom, with her cabinet, all questions of 
importance are referred.

The 
couple were carried to the council house 
of the Ungavas, where, in the presence of 
the 250 or 30) members of the tribe, they 
eWore never to reveal the location of the 
Btorehouse of gold, which had been one of 
the treasured possessions of the band for 
many years. The installation ceremonies 
being concluded, Andaga’s daughter, Nita, 
and the latter's white husband were for- 
mally declared Queen and King of the 
tribe. 

Samuel A. Todd, an uncle of Dale, and 
heavily interested in one of the Rainy Lake 
gold country mines. wanted the ‘Indian 
runner to take him Into the Ungava coun- 
try, but the Indian declined to do so, say- 
ing that white men, aside from Date, are 
not wanted there. 

The finding of the Ungava Indians with 
their white ruler—the woman who has just 
passed away—and the discovery of the 
Storehouse of gold came about in a singular 
manner, according to the story related by 
Mr. Todd, who has in his possession a diary 
and many notes made by Dale, his nephew, 
to whom the credit belongs. Dale and two 
friends were camping 20 miles up the Rainy 
River Yrom Fort Francis. :

| IN INDIANA THEY ADHERE To 
ALL THE OLD CUSTOMS. 


CHURCH THAT HAS NO CREED. 


Ministers Are Selected by Vote of the 
Congregation and Such a Thing 
as Heresy Is Unknown. 


RICHMOND, Ind., Nov. 11.—The autumn 
communion meeting of the German Bap- 
tists was held Saturday and Sunday last 
at Nettle Creek Church, a few miles north- 
west of this city. Their communion sgserv- 
ices are held semi-annually, in the spring 
and fall. The gatherings are not confer- 
ences, but are wholly to commemorate the 
last supper of Jesus and his disciples. The 
observance is literal, for the members par- 
take of a full meal, and afterward pass 
the cup of wine and the bread, exactly fol- 
lowing the description of the last supper as 
found in the New Testament. Preceding 
the eating of supper the ceremony of feet- 
washing is carried out; then come the sup- 
per and communion, after which the serv- 
ices are continued, explanations being giv- 
en at each step by the ministers present. 

The Dunkard Church is unique in that it 
has neither creed nor discipline. The New 
Testament is the law and the apostolic 
teachings and observances are the forms 
strictly followed by this denomination. The 
interpretation of the Scriptures by this 
church body is founded on the simplest ex- 
planation of the language employed. If a 
controversy should arise concerning the 
meaning of some particular passage of 
Scripture or some questions as to the ROV- 
ernment of «ome particular church or any 
matter pertaining to church affairs, the 
question is referred to the general confer- 
ence, which meets annually, and that body 
passes on the question at issue and fur- 
nishes an interpretation rather than a 
ruling. 

This opinion of the general conference Is 
always adopted by the church organ zation 
everywhere without question, and wrang- 
ling and heresy are practically unknown. 
Long ago the questions which excite most 
controversy in church organizations were 
disposed of by the conference and the forms 
practiced in baptism and@ other ordinances 
are never departed from. 

The name dunker, which is the common 
name for the German Baptists. comes from 
the German word ‘“‘dunken,’’ which means 
to “dip.”” When the church was organized 
in Germany in 1708 eight persons banded 
together at Schwartzenaw and called them- 
selves “‘brethren.’’ They were baptized ina 
manner that was new and strange to that 
community and because of their rigid ad- 
herence to the form they were soon called 
“dunkers.’’ which word became corrupted 
into “‘tunkers,”’ and with us they aye often 
called “‘dunkards.’’ Their form of baptism 
is immersion by dipping three times: for- 
ward.! Ther idea of baptism is not that it 
is merely practicing a form prescribed and 
which may be observed or ignored without 
thereby affecteing one’s chances of salva- 
tion. On che contrary, they teach the de- 
sign of baptism is threefold: first. for the 
remission of sins; second, for the reception 
of the Holy Spirit, and th'rd, to become an 
adopted member of the church. Each of 
these is equally in:portant. This forward 
movement is supported by teaching in the 
scripture and by holy example. The dun- 
kers believe that inasmuch as wher 
Christ died on the cross He bowed His 
head forward and that as they are baptized 
into life through His death the forward 
movement Was intended to be the author- 
ized form. The old forms and customs have 
not been departed from ‘n the least. 

The church located a few miles northwest 

of this city is the development of a feeble 
organization that was effected by some 
members who came from Pennsvlvania 
about seventy years ago. The old church 
was built about 1844 and in 1874 the newer 
one Was put up. There are about %0 mem- 
bers of this particular church. 
It fis an interesting fact that there are no 
licensed preachers. On the contrary, they 
elect m nisters by vote of the congregation, 
whe, after such election are authorized to 
preach and make appointments at any time 
and place within the bounds of the organ- 
ization that elected them. There are eight 
ministers in the local church. of whom three 
are elders and five ministers of the second 
degree.’ Another rule is that no one shal! 
seek ministerial honors. Even when votes 
are being cast nothing is said about the 
oe the persons being voted 
or.

A few weeks ago the Dawes Commission 
issued an order providing that after Novy. 1] 
i889, a man Who wae not of Choctaw blood 
marrying an Indian woman should not 
be allowed to share in the lands ana 
money of the tribe. This ruling caused the 
men who were anxious to share the for- 
tunes of squaws to marry much earlier 
than they had intended. Consequently the 
Choctaw Nation country has been filled by 
white men hunting wives. and eince the

BAD SHOWING MADE BY NEW 
YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


LOSS IN CASH RESERVES. 


The Figures Show a Falling Off of 
$5,217,100, and Small 
Loans. 


| NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The bank state- 
ment proved rather worse tnan the most 
extreme estimaie had foretold. The loss in 
the cash reserves ran up to $5,217,100, where- 
as the extreme estimate had been for only 
$4,500, 000. Some sanguine persons had 
hoped that the cash losses would be offset 
by a loan contraction as high as $12,000,000. 
Instead of that the decrease in loans 
reached only $7,151,000. As this only re- 
duced the reserve requirements to the ex- 
tent of $2,766,800, the cash loeses have re- 
Sulted in increasing trade deficit below tne 
legal reuirement to $2,788,950. 

it was not to be expected that so formid- 
able an encroachment on the already de- 
pleted reserves of the banks should be with- 
out effect and prices gave way ail around, 
The losses in “he railroad iist are striking- 
ly small, in spite of a large volume of deal- 
ings.

Traders in stocks generally seek to an- 
ticipate a certain amount of outside buy- 
ing which comes into the market after an 
election, owing to the relief from the un- 
settling influences on business of a political 
campa gn.

The active and profitable use of money 
in trade, even to the exclusion of specu- 
lation on cred't, is not felt to constitute 
a threat to real values, even of stocks and 
securities. but so long as expansion con- 
tinues in the country’s use for money and 
the subtreasury continues to make _ de- 
mands upon the New York banks it is ev!- 
dent that the banks must continue to call 
loans to meet the encroachments on their 
reserves, while the reserves continue near 
the border of the legal requirements.

BELIEVED HIMSELF GUILTY, 


Strange Case Comes to Light Through 
the Pardon of a Self-Confessed 
Criminal. 


STOUX FALLS, 8S. D., Nov. 11.—The par- 


doning a few days ago by Gov. Lee of 


Clyde Kephart, who was sentenced Oct. 7, 
i897, to ten years’ imprisonment in the 
Sioux Falls Penitentiary, recalls one of the 
most interesting cases in the criminal an- 
nals of South Dakota. of which it is the 
closing chapter 
On the night of Jan. 23, 1896, masked men 
entered the - home of Andrew Erickson, a 
farmer, living fourteen miles from Flan- 
dreau. Moody County, and robbed him of 
considerable money after having shot and 
badiy wounded both Erickson and his son 
Joseph. James Smith, Gust Kroening and 
Clyde Kephart were arrested for the crime. 
Kephart confessed that he and the other 
parties committed the robbery and did the 
shooting. On his testimony and corrobora- 
tive circumstantial evidence James Smith 
was convicted and sentenced to the Sloux 
Fall Penitentiary for a term of fifteen 
He died in prison in the spring of 
“JJoseph Smith was also tried and con- 
victed. but the verdict Was set aside and a 
new trial granted on technical grounds. 
Subsequent deveiopments proved conolu- 
sively that the Smith boys and Kroening 
had nothing whatever to do with the crime. § 
It was ascertained beyond doubt that they 
were entirely innocent. The Smith boys 
had been reading stories of the wild West, 
and when they heard of the Erickson rob- 
bery they decided to take advantage of 
the opportunity to distinguish themselves. 
They according!y mounted their horses and 
get out in search of the robbers. The boys 
did considerabie reckless riding and shoot- 
ing. killing a dog while scouring the coun- 
try. AH of this was turned against them 
by the real criminals, who graaped the 
opportunity to direct suspicion from them- 
selves. The shrewd rascals for a time 
succeeded to a greater degree than expected 
by themse.ves. 
In the case against the accused the con- 
fession of Kephart had the greatest effect 
against them. It was afterward discov- 


| 


ered that Kephart was temporarily men- 


tally unbalanced, and the story of the 


alleged crime of the Smith boys and Kroen- 
ing was purely a concoction of his disor- 
dered brain. A cap found at Erickson’'s 
after the robbery and supposed at the time 
to belong to James Smith because it bore 
the trademark of a merchant at Austin, 
Minn... where Smith had been a day or two 
before, was in reality a cap belonging to a 
man named Ole Nelson, who, according tv 
later evidence, was alleged to have been 
the leader of the gang which committed the 
robbery and did the shooting at Erickson's. 
Nelson, it was alleged, purchased the cap 
some weeks prior to the robbery while 
passing through Austin on his way home 
from Dubuque, Io.

PIVE NEW COLLEGE MEN TOOK 
THE PLAGE OF THE FALLEN. 


Alumni Stick It Out With the Original 
Eleven and Showed Them- 
selves to Be in Fine 
Condition. 


There have been many football games 
Played in St. Louis, but rarely has one 
equaled in filerceness that which occurred 
yesterday afternoon at Athletic Park be- 
tween Christian Brothers’ College and the 
6t. Louls University Alumni, resulting in 
,@ Victory for the latter by ae score of 16 to 
il. This was not altogether unexpected, 
though the college was a slight favorite 
in the public estimation. The game, 
was known beforehand, would be “for 
blood’’ and consequently the cohorts of 
both sides turned out in goodly number to 
cheer their respective choices on. 

The Brothers’ opened proceedings with @. 
rush and a witrr that fairly took their 
opponents’ breath away, and within eight 
minutes from the time play started they 
scored a touchdown. Then the supporters 


of the purple and o14 gold were more than 
trtumphanily jubilant. Their cheers were 
loud andiong, carrying hope and encourage- 
ment to their eleven and contempt and 
derision to their rivals. 

Bince the memory of man runneth not 
to the contrary, the St. Louis University 
and the Brothers’ College have vied with 
each other \.:th all the intensity born of 
their numerous athietic competitions. Pach 
would be willing to give an arm to beat 
the other, and so, when the joyously fren- 
gied college etudents saw victory withi 
thelr grasp, the essence of earthly Dliss 
was theirs. 

The joy was ehort-lived, however, for 
directly Lyons of the Alumni made a touch- 
duwn, but Fullback Allyn failed to_ kick 
goal. Then Swain, for the College, dupli- 
cated his teammate’s (Patrick) earlier ef- 
fort, going over the line for a second score. 
This time he, too, oY bo send the ball 
between the posts in his try at goal. Kiely, 
one of the University’s halfbacks, by play- 
ing that delighted the hearts of the ex- 
erts present, aided by the irrespressible 
tyrnes, fell, dived, © am shoved, 
equirmed, wriggied @ led his way 
through the 200 pounds of osing beef 
and muscle for another touchdown, thus 
making the tally within one of C. B. C.’s. 

Now all was eager expectancy amon 
the enthusiastic adherents of the Granc 
avenue institution, for if Kinsella, the 
clever little quarterback, @ucceeded in boot- 
ing the leather property, the score would 
be tied, and then——? 

Carefully the young man aimed the bail 
ms it rested in the hands of one of his fel- 
lows, who lay prone upon the ground. Then, 
stepping back a pace or two, he made the 
kick. Straight and true the oval sailed 
toward the uprights that marked the goal, 
when a fitful gust of wind that the kicker 
had forgotten to calculate on, depressed 
the spheriod, and, striking the horizontal 
bar, it glanced off. The referee's announce- 
ment, “No goal,”” was quits superfluous 
at least to the University. The first half 
ended immediately afterward. ‘Score 11-10. 

The $8 minutes of play showed clearly 
that the University excelled in offensive 
tactics: their defense, owing to lack of 
“scrub” work, was not as good as it might 
have been. 

«<, B. C. was a 100 per cent etronger team 
than the one that went down in defeat be- 
fore the Missouri Tigers. The addition of 
four men—dAllen, Wills, Todd and Schmal- 
horst—had given greater confidence to the 
college, and great things were expected of 
them. Their right to play was questioned 
as, it was alleged, none of the quartet were 
bonafide studente of the school. 

but the ethics of the game were not con- 
sidered, and play they did. As long as they 
lusted their work was good, but lack of 
condition soon told, and presently they were 
“all out.”” The paradoxical appearance of 
a college team, with all the advantages 
appertaining to a closed institution being 
in physical distress, while their opponents, 
many ef whom are employed during the 
day, were fresh as ever, was then present- 
ed. It certainly spoke volumes for the 
captaincy of ‘“‘Jim’’ Byrnes and the man- 
agement of George Burleigh. 

it was presently apparent that when the 
University struck their gait a different 
story would be told. Byrnes was making 
@ monkey of the “‘terrible’’ Schmalhorst, 
as was Flynn of his opposite. The line was 
holding weil, and Kieiy, Allyn and Lyons 
far outclassed their vis-a-vis. 

Kiely played wonderful football. He 
bucked and ran the end to perfection, and 
not unth all of the other eleven were piled

Lyons’ snappy, Winning game showed up 
especiaily weil on defense. He is extremely 
fast and was 80 enabled to make several 
pretty runs. 

Kinsélia, at quarter, handled the team 
with excellent generalship, and, barring 
certain slowness in his plays, could hardly 
haveimpfoved his game. He is a@ pretty 
tackier, and yesterday's game enhanced his 
reputation in this respect. Blanton, at right 
end, made three of the longest runs of the 
afiernoon, When he once started it seemed 
an impossibility Tor the tacklers to fasten 
onto him He eluded them by dodging, 
ducking, twisting, turning and all at the 
top of his speed, not inconsiderabie. 

Mis defense, owing to his light weight, 
wae not up to the standard of his offeuuse, 
hut at that, it was worthy of commenda- 
tion. He had bByrnes at dis side to ‘help 
him out. 

Gross exhibited a most meritorious eager- 
ness to get into every play, but this anx- 
tety sometimes caused him to be drawn 
in. permitting the college backs to skirt 
his end for good distances. But later he 
remedied this and when he got his man 
he'd bring him down with a eavageness 
4hat caused his end to be avoided. Me- 
Nichols furnished a iittie surprise party 
at tackie. Not that he wasn't expected to 
piay a good gume. “*Mac"’ always does 
that, but the masterful way in which he 
handled the boasted Allen was aimost 
startiing.

¥ Louls are 300,000 souls. From day- 
k untill 10 o’clock at night, when he re- 
t » the St. Lou's Metropolitan is kept 
busy. His daily routine at the diocesan 
refidence, 3816 Lindell boulevard, ts 
fully arranged and promptiy carried out, 
varying only when engagements require his 
presence elsewhere. 

He rises every morning at 5 o’c!ock. No 
one calis him nor is he awakened by an 
@larm clock Not even when he has an 
early train to catch does he require assist- 
ance in waking. Yet as the dial turns to 
the hour he is up and praying. 

“I never oversie+p myself,”” remarked the 
Archbishop, “because I have been an early 
wiser since I was a boy. The habit is 
Grmly rooted that when I go to bed very 
jate no difficulty is experienced in waking 
at the appointed hour. Then, again, I limit 
my sleeping time to seven hours. 

“While these are purely customs, I lock 
wpon them as rules and would not think of 
what I may term an infraction. Method ts 
the keynote of success." 


His Grace takes little time 
though he is scrupulous about his general 
eppearance From 5:8 to 6:30 o'clock he 
passes in prayer and meditation. Then he 
celebrates mass in the chapel, which 
joins his sleeping apartment.

Washington McLean, who founded the 
Cincinnati Dnquirer, was a friend of Gen.

Gen. Grant started on his tour 
of the world from the residence of Wash- 
ington McLean, and he did not consider it 
completed until he returned there.

England cries out against the control of Persian ports as well as 
Chinese ports, by Russia, on the ground that Russian policy will 
close these ports to the commerce of the world instead of maintaining 
the. “open door: and in their eagerness to prevent this the British 
look for sapmport to the United States, than which no nation has built 
a higher wall around its commerce. But while the English view is 
that Russla seeks to occupy Persia solely to gain possession of that 
territory and extend her empire—quite on the lines of England's own 
policy—is it not, after all, a necessity for Russia_to control the affairs 
of Persia 80 as te secure a commercial outlet for her in 
Central Asia”? 

That Russia has already obtained very large privileges in tha‘ 
quérter: there can be no doubt. During my recent visit to Central Asia 
[ was informed positively on this point by high officials of the Russian 
Government, and so firmiy determined is she to carry through this pro- 
stamme that she would certainly look upon-any attempt.to obstruct 
her plans as an act of hostility. Such action on the part of Great 
Britain would probably ot bring on the rupture which has

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THE WAR WITH SPAIN. 
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value of the naval militia movement 
demenstrated during the late war. 
ceptions the naval officers have gratefully acknowledged the 
_ work done by the State sailors. Not alone that they manned 
four auxiliary cruisers, which did excellent work in the blockade: of 
Cuba, but they furnished a second line: of defense about our coast. 
From Florida to Maine tne naval militia veere used for manning harbor- 
defense patrol boats and signal stations, while their officers, 
in a nuinmber of cases, took the place of regular officers of the navy in 
various shore details, thereby releasing the forces of the regular navy 
for deep-water service. There were no scandals, no complaints, no 
fault-finding by the men of the naval militia about the work or treat- 
ment accorded to them. They did their work in a businesslike way, 
took their share of all the hardships of war, smelled gunpowder burned 
in earnest in various enzagements off the coast of Cuba, and returned 
to their vocations without complaint or murmur about the hardships 
of a sailor's life or discipline they had gone through. 

The war demonstrated one thing, however. For a second line of 
defense the naval militia are invaluable, but in the estimation of naval 
authorities a more mobile body is the need of the future. With this 
object in view a movemeut for a National Naval Reserve, from which 
the naval militia is but an outgrowth, has been inaugurated. This 
organization is to consist of a reserve of seafaring men, engineers, pilots 
and seamen, available upon a sudden demand. They are to be drille® 
every vear and to receive compensation for the time occupied. 
They are to be directly under the orders of the Naval Dpartment and 
subject to anv demands that may arise for crews and officers to 
augment the personnel of our fleet.- The trained seaman, the man be- 
hind the gun, demonstrated his value in the Spanish war, and if the 
Government is wise it will seek to keep an auxiliary force of men so 
trained under its control. Seamen who have served in the navy and 
officers as well will be only too glad to maintain their connection 
with the service of such an organization. 

At a very small cost a strong Naval Reserve could be maintained 
to man the ships laid up in ordinary, as well as the auxiliary cruisers 
which may be called into existence in case of another war. Money spent 
on such an orgafiization would not be wasted, and the. men who 
fought at Santiago and Manila could be retained ready for call, even 
though they quit the navy for a more congenial life ashore. 

The Naval Reserves need not necessarily be seafaring men; there 
are many positicns on board ship which can conveniently be filled with 
inen without such experience, provided they have a natural aptitude for 
the and are willing. It is believed that Naval Reserves should be 
drilled and exercised as ships’ companies. They would be equally effi- 
ctent on shore when needed, and would greatly augment the naval 
force when required for that purpose <A greatly increasd force should 
be available in time of war, otherwise we can never man our ships. The

T has trequently Ween said that the influence of the stump orator 
has decreased, bit that is only true of a certain class of stump 
orator. It cannot be said that stump speaking in general is !ess 
ugeful thau in older times. But stump-speaking to-day serves a 

far different from that which it achieved 30 or 40 years ago. 

when people read less than they do now, when the 
its infancy, when communication was more difficult 
and newspapers fewer, the stump-speaker brought information and 
ideas to the masses which they could — in no other way. To-day, 
when the telegraph has brought Chicago, New York, San Francisco, Min- 
neapolis and New Orleens within a ssinsibe of each other and when 
every hamlet has its political organs, there is no lack either of in- 
formation or ideas. There is too much of them. The people now 
given such conflicting news, the alleged facts placed before therm 
so at variance, that they co not know what to accept and what to reject. 

In the old days'a man satisfied with one newspaper. But the same 
man to-day reads two or three. One of them takes one view of a situa- 
tion. the second differs from it, while the third takes a view which, re- 
sembles that of neither of the others. After a few months of conscien- 
tious study the reader of these three journals has no idea where he’s at. 

Then the stump-speaker comes along and straightens him out. That 
is the function-oi the fin-de-siecle géntlemen of the stump. Thi y mecta 
mass of hearers Who have become puzzied—who are all at sea—rcard- 
ing th issues of the day. The, stump-speaker braces them up and re- 
etores their wavering allegiance to the party to which they belong. 

There is another class of readers, also, to whom the stump cGrator 
uppeals these. in fa who read but one paper or who real many 
hut do not read about the issues ‘Of the day. There are som? men inter- 
ested in financial news others’ in baseball, others in society or the 
stage. They buy a newspaper for a cent, glance at the department 
which interests then, and then throw it away. One tiiese half- 
read. abundoned newspapers everywhere. The elevatd railroad cars are 
full of them. They lie in hotels, street cars, restaurants, and a. one 
walks along the street they blow in his face. The readers of man: cf 
these parers sfidom look at the political news but when the campaign 
opens they drop round to 4 tew meetings, merely to hear what's in the 
air—and the stump-speaker catches them. But the stump orator whe 
does all this must be a creat man, more or less. He muvt be a J’resi- 
dent cr a Presiiential candidate, or a Presidential nossibility, or a Sen- 
ator or Congressman, or pcmebody whom the people know and in whem 
they feel confidence. The influence of such people has never been move 
usful on the stump thar it ie to-day.

File. officials of the Delaware, Lackawannhk & Western Railroad 
Co. believe that every one of its employes should rest eight hours 
out of every 24. An order has long been in force making it, so 
far as possible, mandatory upon its employes to take that amount

The railroad business, however, is such that the men engaged, partic- 
ularly those in the passeliger, freight and telegraphic service, must be at 
their best every minute.

My attention has been called to the fact that many of the Penn- 
have denounced the rule, basing their views on the 
Ydea that it ordered eight hours of siecep and that therefore it was an 
indefensible attack on personal liberty. Obviously nothing could be 
further from our intentions. In regard to the rule the men are in 
entire accord with our ideas. We prescribe rest and recreation. The 
form of both we leave to the judgment of the men themselves. 

They appreciate as well as we that they must, while on duty, be 
eager, watchful and alert’ that their nerves must be steady and their 
general condition of health up to the highest standard. The slightest 
inistake made by oc. railroad man in many branches of the service may 
Inean great loss of life and serious destruction of property. 

The first question I ask when I hear of the slightest accident on the 
road is “Who was directly responsible?” The second, “Was the man 
who was responsible on any pretext working overtime?” | 

To give good service and to minimize the danger of mistakes the 
men must be in good physical condition. A proportionate amount of 
rest contributes to that end, hence the eight-hour rest rule is in effect 
on the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western. 


A BREADWINNER'S EDUCATION 


By Collis P. Huntington, Capitalist and Controlling 
Power in the Southern Pacific and a Dozen

OO many young men are educated to do the things that they are 
not fitted to do. Boys should rather be taught to use the tools 
that they will be most likely to need in their life work in ‘order 
to support themselves and those who will be dependent upon 

them for their living, and largely for their happiness. This is an age 
of specialties, and those who confine themselves to one kind of work 
and become as nearly perfect in their particular line as it is possible for 
a man to become, are the one who will succeed best. 

Real happiness is based upon success in something, and as a man 
rises in intelligence and knowledge he feels more and more acutely 
misery of failure. How important, then, is it, in the scheme of 
which is intensely practical in these days of competition, that in 
getting knowledge (and by “knowledge” I do not mean the education 
of the schools alone), a boy should gather it. not simply for the en- 
larged view it gives him, but for its adaptation to the needs-of his 
future life and work. 

1 am for the highest possible education for every one in the line of 
work he is doing, but I am not in favor of an indiscriminate education 
for every one. I have seen, and see daily, instances of distress and 
suffering and disappointment that I am certain could have been 
avoided had the start been made right, and I am disposed to believe 
that the start, fo be made right, should be on the line of economical 
living. 

To be happy in this life for any length of time one must, first of 
all. learn to live on less than he makes. That is as true an axiom as 
any in the books, for it applies to all men, excepting, of course those 
who have so little manhood that they can bé happy while they let others 
support them in idleness. If a boy or a man will live so economically 
that he will always have something left out of his income after paying 
all his expenses he is sure—barring the unavoidabe accidents of life, 
which no man can foresce—to have a competence and to be as happy 
while he is getting it as falls to the lot of any man. 

But it is not alone the work a man does in the world which gives 
him his status; it is the way he does it, and what he does with his 
wages and his time after his day’s work is done. Those after hours 
are the ones which determine very largely a man’s joys or sorrows, 
whatever may be the grade of his daily work, whether high or low, 
according to the popular classification of it. There may be much per- 
sonal satisfaction in knowing more about the so-called heavenly bodies 
than others do, and one may seek gratification in his endeavor.to learn 
learn something of the great beyond which is not known to any one 
upon the earth. For the teaching of these things one needs a higher 
education than the man who saws wood or digs fishbait for a living, 
but the latter may be the better man: for it is not the character of the 
labor that determines honor and personal worth, but it is the Way 
a man uses his money and his time outside of his day’s labor, and 
how he treats others—the pvor and the rich—which makes him great or 
small, in the true sense of the term.

THE TRUE MEASURE OF SUCCESS.

ASSUME no life can be deemed successful unless it be a happy ona, 
Happiness is the object of universal endeavor. Of course, when 
we speak of a happy life we do not mean a condition of aininter. 
rupted bliss. Sickness, death and other disasters lie in wait for 

every mnan. By a successful life we mean not one which hag 
all sorrow, but one which by comparison with others has achieved a 
large degree of bappiness. 

To discuss intelligently it is then necessary to agree upon what it is, 
Fraving ascertained in what it consis@s, we can consider how it must be 
achieved and how it may be maintained. 

What is happiness? Is it fame? Some wise men hold that fame is . 
posthumous and notoriety contemporaneous, but without pausing to 
consider the grounds of that belief it is certain that the only fruit 
which fame or notoriety brings to its living possessor is the sense that 
his fellow men are curious about him. To be gazed at in the street 
or in a public conveyance soon palls upon the mind; from being a 
source of satisfaction it becomes a source of embarrassment. The 
prominence which has cost a lifetime of industry and self-denial to 
acquire can be forfeited in a moment by an ill-considered act or a 
maladroit expression. This sense of insecurity in its possession robs ft 
of all enjoyment, and speedily convinces any man with sufficient wit 
to become conspicuous that no one can be considered famous until he' 
is dead. 

Is power happiness? Ask the possessor of it, and he will tell you 
that it is an obstacle to all contentment. Power is a good deal like 
commercial credit; a man can possess it only while he refrains from 
using it for his own benefit. An attempt to utilize it for personal grati- 
Wherever power exists it must be exercised chiefly 
for its own preservation; and, this is true. whether the potentate be 
the Czar of all the Russias or the boss of an American city. The tm- 
perial autocrat cannot appoint an incompetent fayorite to the come- 
mand of his armieg without exposing his throne tg destruction by 
foreign invasion or domestic revolt., He cannot even\ gratify his own 
caprice in the appointment of a Spy for his very lite depends upon 
the detective vigilance of his police. * 

Is wealth happiness? Look gt’ those who possess it and tell me if 
you think they are a happy race.. Who that has observed in these 
catacombs of modern cities called safe deposits, the owners of millions, 
gloomy as the passages through which they move, silently—almost fur- 
tively—to compartments appropriately named vaults, where, in an 
isolation absolute as the grave, they count their securities or change 
them, will say that, judged by appearances, the very rich lead lives 
of unclouded joy. I have heard of jolly beggars, but not one has ever 
heard of jolly millionaires. Who ever heard of a millionaire singing a 
comic song or whistling a merry tune as he clips. coupons in a sub- 
terranean cell? 

If wealth, power, fame and knowledge are not happiness, In what 
does it consist? Is it unattainable? No, it is not unattainable: it ia not 
even difficult to reach. It is at our feet, and as often happens we stum- 
ble over the substance which is close to us while straining after its 
shadow in the distance. Happiness consists not in our possessions, 
but in ourselves; not in what we have, but in what we are. T think 
happiness may be defined as absorption in some form of effective labor. 
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VALUE OF PHYSICAL CULTURE. 
By Charles N. Eliot, President of Harvard Universitye 


HAT measures are best calculated to secure a dignified and in- 
fluential place for physical training in the educational curri- 
culum* We mean by physical training the systematic side 
in the long course of development of the body from four 

or five years of. uge to full maturity: and the measure which seems 
to re best calculated to secure a ‘dignified and influential place fur 
physical training” in thai sense is to get rid of the word “physical” 
altogether, or, at any rate, to materially qualify ita meaning. The 
Greeks had a far better conception than we have of the relation of 
the training of the body to that of the whole man. We inherit from our 
Puritan ancestors the conception that the body is something noxious 
and degrading to be mortified and subjugated, and we carry. this view 
of the body inic education. What we want in education is @ Haf} 
monious, symmetrical development of the whole being, physical, in- 
tellectual and mural, taken together. 

There are in this development certain parts of the body very impore | 
tant in their relation to the mind and the will. They are the nervous 
centers; and | am-more and more persuaded that our particular care, 
in what we now call physical training, should be directed to the trainee. 
ing of the muscles. Of course, we cannot train the muscles without’ 
training the nerves, nor can we train the nerves without training the !: 
muscles. We are dealing with an intricate problem; we must. affect — 
simultaneously the whole human system 

I think we see in the active world that the men who succeed in’ 
business, in professions or in any strenuous occupation involving: re« 
sponsibility and hard work, are grestly superior physically to they 
ayerage man. If think the present faculty of Harvard College ia a fee 
markably tough set of men; they have the bodily qualifications for 
prolonged, strenuous attention; and there is no better evidence than 
this of physical toughness. It is too much to expect that a child ate . 
tend intently to any one thing for more than a few moments; and whem 
you find men and women who are capable of prolonged and intense 
attention you may be sure that they are persons of decided physical 
mierit. 

Now it is this combination of powers that the prolonged courses of 
education should aim to develop: and when we advocate physical » 
training for little children, youths or grown-up people out in thé stress’ 
of the world, let it be understood that we mean the harmonious, general. 
development of body, mind and will, together; and that we are not 
thinking especially of the development of the muscular system, 
or even of bodily strength tn the ordinary sense. 

Let me add a few words of encouragement with regard to 
present position in the educational curriculum of what we call 
training. When I look back on the condition of things In our achools 
and colleges 20 years ago it seems to me that the progress has been 
in the highest degree satisfactory. I have no doubt what is true. of 
Hiarvard is true of a multitude of colleges and schools as well; 
here, on this ground, 
average well-being of the student and in his bodily strength. We 
demonstrated alec that the student class, as a whole, is pi 
superior to any other class of young men of the same age, % 
mechanics, shopmey, clerks or/ ‘farmers.

Land 
could be bought at $5 an acre. 

Lyons now owns a big tract of the same 
land and has refused to take $100 an acre 
for it. 

Lyons in those early days occasionally 
made small loans to farmers to enabie 
them to move their crops. At first he toox 
portions of their crops as security and 
later he secured mortgages on some of the 
iand. He was shrewd cnough to see that 
broomecorn couid be made to pay. He wrote 
letters home to Ireland and induced couu- 
trymen of his to try their luck in‘the Ar- 
cola district. That is how it comes that to- 
day nine-tenths of the farmers in the dis- 
trict are Irish and Arcola, the best town 
of its size in the world, is ruled by Irish- 
Americans. 

Until Lyons started the farmers to rals- 
ing broomcorn very little of it was raised 
outside the Mohawk Valley in New York 
State. To-day the Mobawk Vailey output 
in inconsiderable. 

“Some broomeorn is grown in Kansas 
and Indian Territory, but the broom trade 
the world over looks to Arcola for its sup- 
piy of raw material,”” said Thomas Lyons. 

“The broomeorn t«rritory extends for J 
miles in all directions from the town. 

“It covers 60,000 acres of land and em- 
braces all of Douglas Counts and portions 
of Coles and Moultrie Counties. In the 
territory tributary to Arcola there are ou) 
persons, except curing three months each 
year, when the population of the district, 
including Arcola, is nearly douoled. 

“From Aug. 1 until the first week in Octo- 
ber each year the farmers who grow broom.- 
corn in this district give employment to 
300 men, cutters, threshers and balers. The 
crop of broomecorn in the Arcola district 
this year was 3.0 tons. 

‘There are six bales to the ton, 
a total of 130,00 bales.” 

A bale of broomcorn is four feet long. 

If all these bales were placed end to end 
on the ground they would reach 90 miles, 
lacking 120 feet.

The average height of these stalks is 10 
feet.

HE queerest people in Illinols is a 
FE colony of “Amisch Dutch" located 
near the village of Arthur and six 
miles northwest of Arcola, in the north- 
central portion of the State. 
They went there six years ago from C am-

In looks they are peculiar, and their re- 
lizgion is totally unlike that of any other 
sect. Few persons outside of the towns 
in the immediate neightcrhood know of the 
existence of the colony of Dutch. 

They are frequent!y to be met on the 
streets of Arcola and Tuscola. The Amisch 
Dutchman's dress is distinctives He would 
uitract inetant attention anywhere. hie 
weoars a Quaker hat, an old-fashioned, low- 
crowned tlie with a sti brim. - His clothes 
are of gray jeans. The coat is without 
lapels. It fits close about the neck and is 
alwaye fastened, not with buttons, but with 
hooks and eyes. It is shorter then an or- 
dinary sack coat and is cut square at the 
bottom like a pea jacket. The trousers are 
loose aind reach only to the shoe tops. An 
Amisch Dutchman looks as though he ha] 
outgrown his clothes. The absence of but- 
tons is imperative. It is one of the many 
pecullar features of the sect’s religious ob- 
servance. An Amisch Dutchman who wore 
buttons would be expelled from the colony. 

The drees of the women is no bss plain, 
but not so uniform. Only solid colors are 
permitted, and these only of the soberer 
shades. Blue and black and gray are the 
favorites. The women must not have more 
than one color in their costume. There 
must be no ruffles or flounces or similar 
vanities.

The Amisch Dutch will not live in a town 
or village. Even when they settle in a 
locality they do not form communities. 
Their houses are far apart and they have no 
local government except that of their 
church. 

Under their peculiar religious code it is 
not permissible to maintain a house of 
worship. 

Neither do they pay-a preacher to con- 
duct their services. They have a preacher 
though, and he is selected in a peculiar 
way. The selecting of a preacher is a 
great event in an Amisch settlement. Every- 
body in the settlement is eligible without re- 
gard to his fitness. During the first week 
in January each year all the men assemble 
at an appointed place. The names of all 
of them are placed in a hat. The preacher 
who has served during the preceding year 
The man whose 
mame is en it has to do all the preaching 
for the ensuing year. He may be a far® 
hand, but that does not matter. He has 
been selected to preach and preach he 
must, 

The services are held at a different place 

ich Sunday. Each one in turn must per- 
mit his neighbors to worship at his home. 
This is a somewhat expensive operation, as 
the entire connection, numbering nearly 3, 
rocs to worship at the chosen house. They 
get there before breakfast and stay until 
after supper, and the host Is obliged to 
furnish them with three meals. The ser- 
vices are nsuaily held in the open air. 

As the Amitsch Dutch do not pay any 
salary to a preacher or anything to Keep up 
a church organization, this system is not 
so expensive as it might at first seem. No 
member of the settlement is required to 
furnish a place of worship more than once 
a year. Household economies are regu- 
lated accordingiv. 

The Amisch Dutch have other peculiar 
religious beliefs. It is against their moral 
code to wear or own jewelry. Qn one oc- 
casion one of them was expelled from the 
church for purchasing a gold-plated collar 
button in Arcola. 

It is against the religious principles of 
these queer people to own a mule. All of 
their draugh: animals are horses. Neither 
will they own a buggy. They will pot take 
an oath or cerry Insurarce on tindir prop- 
erty. One of their number recently went to 
Arcola to negotiate a ioan on his property. 
The bond company, whose agent he saw, re- 
quired that the property be insured.

They are famed throughout 
Northern Illinois for their skill in farming, 
their splendid barns and the excellent care 
they take of their live stock.

Western Towns That Lead in Cer- 
tain Branches of Trade

ment of apples. Indeed more apples 
are shipped from Leavenworth than from 
any other point on either side of the At- 
lantic Ocean. In addition to the large num- 
ber of local packers engaged in the busi- 
ness at this place, hundreds of packers 
flock to Leavenworth annually from other 
parts of the country for the purpose of 
shipping away fruit. There are two im- 
mense cold storage plants in Leavenworth, 
one of which is bullt to accommodate 75.- 
000 bushels of apples. This plant is owned 
by a firm which is said to pack more ap- 
ples than any other firm in the country. 
One of its members ts the president of the 
National Apple Shippers’ Association. 
Leavenworth County has the largest ap- 
ple orchard in the world, that of F. W. 
Wellrouse, which contains 1400 acres of 
healthy trees, mostly all the Jonathan. 
Winesap, Willow-twig and Ben Davis va- 
rieties. The next largest orchard consists 
of 800 acres, and on the farm of Ex-(iov. 
5. N. Morrill are 6 aores in apple trees. 
There are any number of orchards ranging 
in extent from ten to a thousand acres. Fhe 
returns from township assessors show that 
Leavenworth County has 233,000 apple- 
bearing trees, and it ts estimated that dou- 
ble this number of young trees are coming 
on, Planted since 1883. During any good 
apple season at least 12,00 barrels of ap- 
ples are packed and shipped away from 
this point.

The perforated band is passed over a small 
cylinder worked by a little motor, and in 
case of transportable telegraphs by clock- 
work. Two brushes, one connected with 
the positive, the other with the negative 
pole of a’battery, sweep the cyHnder over 
which the perforated band is running. The 
signals are perforated in two distinct par- 
allel lines and as one of the brushes touches 
the metal of the cylinder through the per- 
foration a signal is produced at the other 
end of the line with which the cylinder js 
connected, the signal given being an up- 
ward line, as shown in the tracing I send. 

The other brurh, touching the . metal 
through the second row of perforations, 
produces the reversed signal. Out of these 
Signals the alphabet is constructed accord- 
ing to the Morse system. The full stop in 
the Morse alphabet is represented by a line 
below the middie iine of the slip, the hort- 
zontal line of the Morse alphabet by a 
line going upward, The signals are taken 
by the elec.ric current to the receiving sta- 
tion, where they reach a telephone, the 
diaphragm of which is connected with a 
small concave mirror, this in its turn re- 
ceiving the impulses given by the current 
to the diaphragm. These impulses being 
only the thousandth part of a millimeter 
and therefore scarcely perceptible. the mir- 
ror had to be fixed in such a way that 
their effect is exaggerated by it. 

The inventors attached a bit of soft tron 
to the back of the mirror and a permanent 
magnet to the telephone. One of the poles 
of the maynet is provided with a spring 
which rests upon the diaphragm with the 
help of a tiny bar. As the current moves 
the diaphragm it approaches the magnet 
or withdraws from it, and this causes the 
mirrow to move aleo, but much more per- 
ceptibly.

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Secrets in the Preparation of Flowers That 
Will Be Seen at the St. Louis 
Show This Week. 


HE St. Louis Annual Chrysanthemum 
Show will open next Tuesday evening

People who will go there 
to gaze upon the gorgeous colors and mag- 
milficent forms of these great blossoms may 
think they grew that way. But they did 
mot. The perfect flower has not yet been 
developed. any more than the perfect man 
or woman. But art may and does step 
in to aid nature in regulating details, just 
@s it does with the human being. The 
chrysanthemums that are so much ad- 
mired have had their toilets made with 
more care and at a greater expenditure of 
lume and patience than had gone toward 
the dressing of a great lady's hatr. 

It takes three hours sometimes to make 
the toflet of a single rare specimen of the 
chrysanthemum. One would hardy believe 
it, but here is the process of dressing a 
singie flower, and imagine the care, pa- 
tience and gentieness of touch required. 
One look at an ordinary chrysanthemum, 
ora fine one in deshabille will show that 
there is a hole at the center of the blosscm 
and that the petals straggle in all direc- 
tlone, up and down, right and left. It looks 
like a lazy boy who hae “forgotten” to 
comb his hair. The flower-hairdresser has 
tis combs and brushes, but the combs are 
Pincers of various sizes and the brushes 
of the softest camel's hair. 

Buppose that the fiorist has succeeded 
in’ growing some fine speciments of that 
huge variety, “My Lady," some blossoms 
of which have measured fourteen inches in 
Gameter. He cuts the blos*om with a long 
stem, so that he can handle it well. Then 
he places it in a high glass vase with a 
Droad base, but over the top of the vase 
is what looks Iike the socket of a candle- 
stick with a hole in it. The stem passes 
through this hole and down into the vase 
until the lower petals of the Dilossom rest 
on the sinc support, but mot too firmly. 


Before putting the flower into the vase 
to keep it from wilting under the long 
operation, he has performed the roughest 
part of the work. This consists in 
pulling out with the pincers enough petals 
around the corner of the blossom to per- 
mit the others to close over that part. He 
is careful to remove any worms, or de- 
fective, discolored petals, and then he be- 
gins the “combing process,"’ the most te‘1l-

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“VEGETABLE BUTCHER” "IN- 
WASHINGTON. 
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A North Carclind Flower That 


Captures and Destroys 
Insects. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9%. 
Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

N THE botanic garden at Washington 

is one of the ‘‘vegetable butchers" to 

whioh botantsts have given the unnec- 
essarily long name of Dionea muscipula. It 
is found growing in North Carolina bogs, 
stea.ing along close to the ground and lit- 
erally extending its jaws for the capture 
of such insects—files particularly—as may 
venture within its reach. 

Not one gaping mouth, but thousands, 
does it hold ready for welcoming Its vic- 
time, each leaf being so constructed as to 
form a trap. These traps have somewhat 
the shape of clam shells, with rows of long 
tecth at the edges, and are balted with a 
sweetish substance, which attracts fies. 
Unsuspectingly the insect walks in, and 
thereupon comes into contact with six 
microscopic hairs which grow inside of the 
cham shell and serve the piant as feelers. 
The instant thete are touched the two

the fly, whose exit is prevented 
by the teeth above referred to. 

Naturalists say that this plant exhibits 
an intellicence more nearly approaching 
that of animals than Is displayed by any 
other vegetable species. It prepares a lure 
a definite purpose and t& notified of the 
presence of the prey by what corresponds 
to a system of nerves. Thereupon it «eprings 
the trap and forthwith proceeds to devour 
the luckless prisoner, which is first crushed 
to death between the toothed jaws and then 
absorbed by a sort of digestion, this last 
process requiring some days. 

In thie way the “vegetable butcher’ lit- 
erally feds upon the carcasses of its vic- 
tims, utilising for its support the nutrition 


acarce, Supt. Smith feeds his specimens of 
Dionea muscipula with finely beef 
and hashed earthworms, which are readily 
accepted. This botanical curiosity is ‘found 
only in North Carolina, and nowhere else 
in the world. It is very rare and likely to 
become extinct before long, inasmuch &s it 
cannot be raised from see@ and does not 
live long under cultivation. 

‘There are other kinds of {nsect-eating 
plants, which distill liquors for the purpose 
of capturing their prey. Most of them come 
from the Island of Borneo, but some are 
natives of the United States, one being 
from North Carolina and another from 
Mount Shasta. The spectal pecullarity of 
these vegetable whisky shops, as Mr. Smith _ 
is that they supply, is their 
pitcher-like receptacles, which are 
leaves, hard alcoholic Nquor for the enter 
talnment and undoing of thetr hapless eue- 
tomers, and to keep the rain and dew from 
diluting their contents the plitohers are Us- 
vally provided with lida. 

As yet no chemist has succeeded In make 
ing satisfactory analyses of the liquors dit- 
pensed by the different kinds of whiskye 
shops, each of which appears to cater to & 
special class of customers. For examplq, 
the North Carolina species attracts bluebet- 
tle files almost exclusively, while the plant 
from Mount Shasta depends for patronage 
chiefly upon gnats, and a variety from 
Mount Kina Bala, in Borneo, is sought only 
by cockroaches. 

Pvidently the intoxicants offered tn the 
vegetable botties are not all alike, one be- 
ing preferred by this sort of imsect and 
another by that, but by far the most won- 
derful of the living “gin milis” from Bor- 
neo are two which reapectively invite slugs 
and frogs. The species affected by siubs 
has external ridges to guide those mollusks. 
to the brim of the vemel, around the in- 
terior edge of which ls a row of teeth to 
prevent them from getting out again, while 
the one patronized by froge has cach of its 
pitchers ornamented wth a long and sharp 
thorn or spike projecting inward and — 
upon which Mr. Frog ts impaled when the 
attempts to emerge.

There are different varieties of 
the chinchilla, some being very poor in fur. 
The skins are largely used for muffs, col- 
lars and trimmings, and sometimes for 
cloak linings. 

The Persian sheep is one of the most an- 
client of all breeds. Its color is black, brown 
and sometimes white, and the skin of the 
lamb is veiy beautiful, being closely curled. 
As used, all these skins are dyed a brilliant 
black, and this can only be properly done in 
Germany.

Aro- 
matic baths for the feet are a frequent 
necessity, as they are composed of ingre- 
dients that strengthen delicate feet. Here 
is a formula: Boilin five quarts of water, 
for 2 minutes, one ounce of dried mint 
leaves, one ounce of sage leaves, three 
ounces of angelica, one pound of juniper 
berries and two pounds of rosemary 
leaves. By steeping the feet in this warm 
bath for half an hour before going to bed 
they will be greatly refreshed and 
strengthened, and the formula is really 
very simple, although it reads as if it were 
difficult. If the sole of the foot is ten- 
der, rubbing it with lemon will ease and 
comfort it. Witch hazel Is good to bathe 
tired feet, and alcohol, if not used too 
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often, is also helpful. It has been said 
that wearing crushed elder leaves in the 
ehoe ‘will prevent fatigue from walking. 
A good powder for easing and hardening 
the feet is prepared from this formula: 
Powder of lycopodium, 10 grains; pow- 
der alum, 60 grains; tannin, 25 grains. 
Th wder prevents perspiration, and also 
keeps the feet from swelling.

clad. Have you observed the heavy cloth 
street gowns, with their unlined skirts and 
their firm. heavy jackets? They are some- 
thing like it. The picture of the vain 
young woman skimming along Olive street 
on a blizzardy day and regaled in a trim 
tailor-made of about as much warmth as 
a layer or two of tissue paper recurs to 
my mind, and I wonder ff she really ts go- 
ing to change her ways and be good. 

In your mother’s time women did not go 
out of doors during severe weather as they 
do now—at least those who didn’t really 
have to mozy out tn the storms stayed at 
home and warmed their pretty little toes, 
like Polly Flinders. But women of intel- 
lect know. that the stay-at-home girl only 
uses up her fund of resistance, and that 
fresh air and plenty of it never harmed 
anybody. There is no sane reason in the 
world why women should fear the weather. 
It is merely a matter of being prepared 
for rain or sleet. 


When houses were built less warm and 
stoves that would not draw were the means 
of heating, heavier clothing was necessary 
for general house wear. Not so these days. 
In our modern steam-heated apartments 
“flannels” (how women hate the word) are 
great bothers—unsanitary, unhealthful and 
unclean unless changed very frequently. 
Being dried in the laundry and seldom 
washed thoroughly as they should be, they 
@e not particularly desirable. The best 
way to dress is to have heavy outer gar- 
ments and to clothe yourself according to 
the temperature in which you live. 

There is just as great a chance for {))ness 
and disease in being too warmly clothed as 
in being insufficiently garmented. The child 
whose head is moist with perspiration from 
an Oversupply of flannel underpinnings has 
its vitality weakened and its resistance to 
colds considerably lessened. To keep the 
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body in normal condition is the object. Be 
neither too warm nor too cold. Turn on all 
the steam radiators if you will, but see to 
it that there is good ventilation in the house 
and that the air is never heavy and foul, 
else you will soon find yourself in an ener- 
vated, headachey state that is neither 
healthful nor conducive to beauty. It Is 
a fact undisputed that every autumn and 
spring when the changes in house heating 
take place the list of “‘sick folk’’ stretches 
out like an endless chain. It is a difficult 
matter to regulate one’s clothing to the 
fluctuations of fickle weather, and the body 
is in perfect condition for any sort of a dis- 
order that chances to bob up. This is par- 
ticularly true of children. At the first 
cold snap heavy flannels, instead of me- 
dium weight ones, are put on the little 
youngsters. Then the steam heat begins 
to sizzle and Old Sol pipes up and we have 
a few blistering days, during which the lit- 
tle toddlekins simply swelter. They get 
warm, then cool, and the result is a sick 
baby and endless hours of anxiety, perhaps 
the like of which no mother wishes to go 
through a second time.

HERE is no analogy between the to- 
pography of St. Louis and vicinity 
and the neighborhecod of Ladysmith, 

but the substitution of locai points for po- 
sitions of, importances about the be- 
leaguered town and a table of distances 
gives a clear idea of what the situation at 
Ladysmith is. 

Ladysmith is only a town. Its popula- 
tion is 3000; it consisted of a store and a 
few dwellings until England made a gar- 
rison town of it. It ‘s situated on a little 
plateau surrounded by mountains and 
hills. 

In localizing the war the center of Lady- 
smith will be placed at Grand avenue and 
Olive street. Let the Hotel Beers represent 
the municipal building of Ladysmith—the 
latter is now being used as a hospital, and 
files a Red Cross flag, else it would have 
been reduced to debris long ere this. 

The town extends about to Paston ave- 
mue on the north, the rallroad tracks on 
the south, Vandeventer avenue on the west 
and Garrison avenue on the east. This em- 
braces a territory of about one square mile. 

The Mississippi River must be obliterated. 
The Klipp River, which appears on the La- 
dysmith maps, is of no consequence in the 
military operations. It is from 580 to 100 
yarda wide and jis fordable. It runs east 
and west along the line of Easton avenue. 
The Pritish camp lies north of the town 
—on the other side of Baston avenue— 
with its center at Grand avenue and North 
Market street. But the troops are not In 
camp. They are out in the foothills on all 
sides of the town behind fortifications. - 

North of the river there Is a valley about 
half a mile wide; it reaches the rise that 
marks the beginning of the foothills at the 
old water tower, Grand avenue and North 
Twentieth street. The valley runs east and 
west but loses Its identity in the mountains 
half a mile each way from Grand avenue. 

Remember that St. Louis is entirely sur- 
rounded by elevations, saving the valley. 
The hills rise immediately behind the town 
on the south. The valley to the north is 
the only open country thereabouts. 

The British are stationed in the foothi'ls. 
There is a line of these hills about the town 
and valley. The British position furthest 
from the town is in O'Fallon Park, about 
one mile and half from the British camp, 
the base of supplies. 

This position is on a hill which is one 
of the line that extends like a crescent with 
the ends resting at the foot of Olive street 
and on the Liggett & Meyers tobacco fac- 
tory. near Tower Grove Station. The hills 
close in on the town between these points 
slong .the.raliroad traeks.. To the north- 
east, the north and the northwest there is 
the valley between the town and the hills. 

Now, beyond these hills on which the 
Queen’s soldiers are fortified, rise other 
ranges of hills. There are three parallel 
ranges of hills, each range more altitudi- 
nous as one journeys away from the town. 
Rack of the last of the three ranges come 
the mountains proper. 

The Boers are entrenched In the moun- 
tains. Their strongest position ts on Lom- 
bard’s Kop—a kop is only a hill—which Is 
located at the Chain of Rocks. They have 
other positions on the bluffs between here 
and Belleville. In fact, their artillery and 
infantry is posted tn a circle—with wide 
gaps between the positions—clear around 
St. Louls. Their lines touch the Chain of 
Rocks, Belleville bluffs, the foot of Arsenal 
street, Cheltenham, the Country Club and 
intermediate points. Do not forget that 
the Mississipp!l has dried up. and that the 
Méramec River does not exist. 

The famous town of Colenso, which was 
evacuated the other day, is at Jefferson 
Barracks, Colenso Barracks was the open 
door for re-enforcements to reach St. Louis 
and the avenue of escape for Gen. White 
should St. Louls become untenable. But 
Colenso Barracks is now in the hands of 
the Boers. Through it a railroad runs 


City. 


from St. Louls to Durban on the sea, 189 
miles from Ladysmith. Durban is Louis- 
ville. 

Colenso Barracks Is an important position 
because, no matter how strong a forme the 
English may start towards 8t. Louis, on 
the railroad, the Boers wil! be able to check 
it at the Barracks and oblige the foree to 
remain there indefinitely by destroying the 
bridge over the Tegula River at that point. 

The Boers came down upon 8t. Louls 
from the north, and spreading out fan- 
like when they encountered the English 
outposts, they have gradually closed in on 
the town, and now have it completely in- 
vested. This “invested’’ means in its mili- 
tary sense to surround a town and cut off 
its communication with the outside world. 

Before Colenso Barracks was taken by 
the Roers the British had communication 
with London via telegraph along the line 
of the railroad to Durban-Loulsville. The 
wire fell into the possession of the Boers 
with the railroad. 

It is supposed that the British that wero 
at Colenso Barracks fell back to Pietermar- 
itzburg, 120 miles south of Ladysmith, 
where there is a strong British garrisoa. 

Pietermaritzburg is at Calro—only there 
are no rivers there. 

zadvysmith ts the capital city of the Brit- 
ish province of Natal, so the fighting ts in 

British territory. 

Pretoria, capital of 
South African republic, is in 
east corner of Minnesota. Z 

The famous city of Jobannesburg’i¢ at 
St. Paul. . ' 

The Boers began the war and they have 
forced the fighting away from their own 
county and into British territory ever since 
the first shot was fired. All the British 
forces—outside St. Louis—are south of that 
town. Cape Town is down at New Orleans. 
Kimberley, where Cecil Rhodes of Jamison 
raiders fame is commerding a dude force 
in defense of the diamond mines, is at Kan- 
sas City. The besieged town of Mafeking, 
from which nothing has been heard for sev- 
eral days, is up near Omaha. Both these 
towns are in Cape Colony, which is British 
territory. fs 

The Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
abutt and these territories are entirely sur- 
rounded by British territory, except whcre 
Portuguese East Africa touches the Trans- 
vaal on the east. 

All of England’s troops now in Africa are 
doing garrison duty in handsful] or else 
thanking the fates In some besieged town 
that the flag is still there. 

The great empire’s only way into the 
country of the valiant Boers is through 
Louisville and New Orleans and the Boers 
hold the railroads. 

When the war began the Boers attacked 
Dundee, which ts at Grafton. Here tha 
British were defeated and forced to retreat 
to the south. They made a stand at Glen- 
coe, Alton, and were again defeated and 
obliged to continue the flight, which ts de- 
scribed as an evacuation in the censored 
dispatches. A stubborn stand is being made 
at St. Louls. It is surmised that the forces 
now on the high sea and which are due at 
New Orleans or Louisville shortly will send 
re-enforcements to Ladysmith. 

Well, here Is Gen. White with the eyes 
of the world turned on him, to say nothing 
of 50 siezwe guns and 23,000 small arms. 
center is at Grand avenue and Olive street 
The Hotel Beers is his hospital, and it is 
crowded. He has 9800 men and WO guns. 
His guns, the largest ones, have a range 
of four miles. 

He has his artillery disposed in good po- 
sitions in the foothills. His strongest bat- 
tery is that composed of the six 4.7 inch 
lyddite guns from the warship WPowerful. 
This battery is manned by Saflots and is 
stationed in O’Fallon Park. You will find 
battery on that entrancé In the north cf 
the park, which overlooks a great expanse 


the Transvaal, or 
the south- 
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the bluffs at Chain of Rocks unten- 
able. 

With the exception of this lyddite battery, 
the Boers are as strong as Gen. White in 
artillery. These guns throw shells of 100 
pounds weight loaded with lyddite and bul- 
lets a distance of four miles. Lyddite is a 
powerful chemical explosive. The shells 
are so constructed that they exp'ode from 
contact or they can be timed with fuses. 
When the shell explodes the bullets are 
scattered. They have an initial velocity 
equivalent to the muzzle velocity of the 
shell. Should one of the shells fall into 
a regiment lined up in close order or in a 
square hundreds of men would be killed. 

But the men do not remain where these 
shells fall. It seems strange to the unmil- 
itary that an artillery due] has been pro- 
gressing at St. Louls 10 days and there 
are men remaining to be killed. Now the 
facts about there artillery duels are that 
few of the shells hit anything bat. the 
earth. Nowhere are the opposing lines 
closer than two miles. The positions are 
constantly changing. Gen. White wakes up 
some morning and finds that there Is a 
BoeF battery at thé Country Club, trained 
on his camp. He opens on the battery with 
all of his guns that are within range. Doz- 
ens of shells are thrown at the battery 
without effect. Eventually the British gun- 
ners. becoming used to the mark, land 
shells dangerously near the Boers. So soon 
as sheils begin to injure their men the Boer 
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officers move the battery, for their posl- 
tion is then said to be untenable. 

Tt is the same, reversing the positions. 
The British are constantly changing their 
positions in obedience to the fire of the 
Boer gunners. But one thing the British 
cannot change—thae position of St. Louis. 
Shells are falling tn thé little town every 
day. The Hospital Beers: has been struck 
several times though not-damaged to any 
great extent. ' 

It seems strange that there is any of the 
town left to shoot at. There would be none 
left if the Boers had been devoting thelr 
entire energy to destroying the town. But 
they have not been permitted to do that. 

Whenever a battery opens on the town 
that battery is engaged by a British battery 
and the Boer fire {s drawn from the town. 
The sorties made by Gen. White have all 
been disastrous to him, apparently. 

The Boers have not as vet assaulted the 
town. The hope of the British at home rests 
on the naval guns described. But there its 
a grave fear that there is not enough am- 
munition to hold out. ‘It is calculated that 
but for..Gen. White’S possesion of these 
guns the Boers would have assaulted the 
town long ago. 

It is a mystery to milfttary men here that 
the Boers bave not done this already. 
With 2.000 men they ought to be able to 
carry the town under the fire of their big 
guns, which should engage the enemy's ar- 


tillery.

He is 
only trying to pass the time that hangs 
heavily an his hands in a pleasant and in- 
teresting Wanner. 

A history of the whale fishing industry 
would not be complete without an account 
of some of Capt. Folger’s adventures whiie 
he was engaged in it. His first venture into 
sea life was made when he was only il 
years old. The next 18 years, with the 
exception af a few months, were passed 
out of sight of land. After his first voy- 
age, he was fortunate and amassed a for- 
tune. But he wearied of a seaman’s life 
and retired from it on his fertieth birthday 
The sobriquet of “Whale Oll Gus" was 
conferred upon him when he was given 
charge of his first whaling vesse!

But Commandant Joubert’s plan may be 
to simply leave White penned up at St. 
Louis and march on through to the sea 
at Louisville, to prevent the landing of the 


interstate association, it is announced, Is 
to spend several days in Chicago to super- 
intend the appointment of various com- 
mittees and take the necessary steps for 
a permanent State organization. 

There are rumors that the naticnal head- 
quarters of the association may be brought 
from St. Louls to CHicago early next year, 
also that the next amnual convention may 
be heid here in March or April. In view 
of these facts it may be considered timely 
to take a general survey of the subject of 
good road building and the question of 
State aid in. such improvements. 

In October, 1892, 100 men from different 
sections of the country who had been 
working in the cause of god roads met 
In Chicago. They organized the National 
League of Good Roads. 

This organization was supported by pri- 
vate contribution. It was so successful 
that when the league met in Washington 
in the following winter it attracted the at- 
tention of both Houses of Congress and 
all of the departments of the government. 
The offer was then made that whatever 
Congress could do to promote the work of 
the league would be done. The league 
officials outlined their purpose before the 
committee on agriculture, and it reported 
an apprepriation of $10,000 for an inquiry 
into the condition of the roads of the 
United States and the best methods of 
construction and for the dissemination of 
information on that subject. The appro- 
priation was used with great care in the 
gathering of information and the dstribu- 
tion of gvod roads literature. 

In this way the organized . crusade for 
good roads began. The league faithfully 
carried out its object “to awaken general 
interest in the improvement of public roads, 
to determine the best methceds of bullding 
and maintaining them and co: duct and 
foster such publications as may serve these 
purposes.” Gen. Roy Stone, director of

Our sole aim at present is to make 
soft roads, which in years to come rr 
furnish foundations for good bard roads. 
As an association we regard our work as 
experimental and educational. We aim to

Supreme State Deputy, the first 
woman to preside at any of its conventions 
and Be first woman to traverse the con- 
tinent in the Interest of the order. The na- 
tlonal headquarters is Philadeiphia. 


Mrs. Storey’s connection with the order 
began over 10 years. ago, when, under her 
leadership the Golden Sunbeam Circle, No. 
169, was organized. At that time there were 
but 3) members in this now powerful and 
far-reaching organization in Pennsylvania. 
The circles, which embraced this member- 
ship. were the Pioneer Circle, No. 45 of

Dr. Julia Holmes Smith. 


R. JULIA HOLMES SMITH has just 
been elected to the deanship of 
the Nationa] ‘Medical College of Chi- 

cago and has the unique distincijon of be- 
ing the first woman ever elected to such a 
position. Of her career Dr. Smith says: 

“When I was 15 I was sent to New York, 
and after two years graduated at the Sping- 
ler Institute. A brief soclal season in New 
Orleans was followed by an early marriage 
to Waldo Abbott. One son was born, Wil- 
lie J. Abbott, noted as well in journalism 
and literature as in Democratic politics. 

“After a very brief married life the mis- 
fortunes that came to all Southern people 
at the close of the war made it necessary 
for me to enter upon an active life, and 
the result was the opening of the (first Kin- 
dergarten ever established in New Haven, 
Conn. Several years of teaching and writ- 
ing followed, and in 1872 a second marriagé 
to Sabin Smith of New London, Conn. Then 
a removal to Boston, where I pursued the 
study of medicine in the Boston University 
School of Medicine for three years. 

‘“‘Business calling Mr. Smith to Chicago, I 
assisted in the establishing of the Chicago 
Medical College and té0k a diploma there, 
entering upon active practice in 1877. 

“TI lectured at the Chicago Homeopathic 
College for some time, but severed my con- 
nection when the college announced itself 
the medical education of men only.’ 
1 was one of the earliest members of the 
Fortnightly of ChiS—gt_ three times pres!- 
dent of the Chicago Woman’s Club, foun- 
der of the Philosophical Society of Chicago. 
In 188, at the Cotton Exposition at New 
Orleans, the directors appointed me super- 
intendent of the Woman's Department of 
the Northwest.

John L. Routt has been an alderman in 
Bloomington, Ill.; he has been sheriff and 
treasurer of McLean County, the largest 
in Iilinois; he was an officer in the war of 
the rebellion with every gradation of rank 
from captain to colonel; he has been United 
States marshal; he has been Second Assis- 
tant Postmaster-General of the United 
States; he has been three times Governor 
of Colorado, once as Territorial Governor 
and twice as Governor of the State; the has 
been Mayor of Denver; he has been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Colorado Capitol man- 
agers; he has held a position under the 
Census Commissioner of the United States: 
he has been delegate to the Republican na- 
tional conventions; he has been chairman

of the Republican State Central Commit- 
tee, and at one time served as a member 
of the National Committee, and once he 
came within four votes of being elected 
United States Senator from Colorado. 

Office holding to him is as much a busi- 
ness as are his extensive mining interests, 
his stone quarries, and his ‘“‘cattle upon a 
thousand hills.” 

Three States claim this’ bluff old man. 
He was born in Kentucky, reared in IIJli- 
nois, and for 25 years has been a citizen of 
Colorado. 

Gen. Grant visited Gov. Routt in 1880, and 
it was the Governor's pleasure to bring to 
the General's attention the wildest and 
woollest features of the ‘“‘wild and woolly 
West.”” It was in company with Mr, Routt 
that Gen. Grant made his famous trip 
through Virginia canyon, and it was owing 
to Mr. Routt’s urging that the jehu, “‘Bill’’ 
Mullins, caused the heavy, rattling old 
stage coach to roll along first on one 
wheel and then on another, to make com- 
plicated gyrations as it rounded = sharp 
curves, to lie first on one side and then 
on the other; in short, to perform any sort 
of an acrobatic feat save that of a com- 
plete somersamit as the six horses dashed 
wildly along the precipitous mountain road. 
When the ride was ended Gen. Grant pre- 
sented the driver with $50 and apologized 
for the smallness of the sum, saying as he 
did so: “Such an experience is worth more 
than:I can afford to pay, so take this as a 
souvenir of our trip." 

Gov. Routt always has been an advocate 
of woman suffrage, and when Susan B. 
Anthony visited Colorado in 1878 he accom- 
panied her on a trip through the State to 
make open-air speeches. On one occasion 
two barrels served as the platform, Gov. 
Mount standing on one and Miss Anthony 
on the other.

A Chicago Traveler’s Letter 
Describes the Unique Land 
and Its People. 


fascinated with Japan. This coun- 
try, which contains, in an area only 
5000 equare miles greater than that of Cail- 
fornia, a population of 42,000,000, is so crowd- 
ed that the natives begrudge one the small 
space he must use for travel, Mr. Bodman 
eays: 5 
“The principal production of Japan is 
rice, and rice fields are everywhere in ev!- 
Gence. Japan delights in things small, and 
her rice fields are her constant delight in 
this respect, for the ground is bullt up 
around each field to hold the water in 
place, and they vary in size from an ex- 
treme of three acres to flelds only five by 
10 feet. Going down through a Valley in 
the mountaing one day I counted in five 
minutes 179 distinct rice fields, and in three- 
quarters of an hour’s ride I must have 
passed at least 60. In fact, one can never 
get away from them. 


“The farm work in Japan is all done by 
hand, and I did not see a machine of any 
kind in use in the fields while I was in the 
country. Horses are used as beasts of bur- 
Gen in a limited way. But the only use 
that ae horse wus put to in the fields was to 
assist in a kind of a rude mud-plowing oc- 
casionally, and to tramp into the mud the 
leaves that were used for manure. Man 
power does ninety-nine one-hundredths of 
the work, and that with toole of ancient 
Vintage. Once in a while we could eee a 
GQiminutive fanning mill, Dut it wes gencr- 
ally worn out or out of order, and wi:cn 
the grain was properly threshed out with

Stopping one day to buy a ¢rinket, I counted 
no less than eighty children, under 10 years 
of age, within thirty feet of me, all watch- 
ing me intently while I made the purchase, 
and yet it was not a rude crowd. They made 
no remarks. There was no criticism of 
my conduct, Sut simply an intense interest, 
which they manifested by gazing straight 
toward me, with mouth open, and with a 
patience worthy of a better cause. 


“As one goes further back in the country 
he finds that the giris do all the work of 
the men, and going down from Nikko one 
afternoon we met long lines of horses k- 
den with charcoal coming down from the 
mountains. Two or three of these horses 
would be tiled together, and all were led 
by girls from 16 to DB years of age. They 
were dressed like men, with trousers and 
straw sandals. They were well-formed, 
sturdy looking girls, with red cheeks, but 
with dull, uninteresting countenances. Had 
there been more intelligence in their faces 
and less of toil to look forward ¢o, some of 
them would have been handsome These 
people are industrious. None could be more 
eo.

“The greatest obstacle to real progress 
in Japan and the one that the government 
is slow to overcome is the elevation of 
women. Miss Ccidmore says that the next 
great step for Japan is to bring to her 
countrymen the proper appreciation of 
the dignity of women and give to her the 
position she holds in other countries; that 
until Japan does this, she cannot make 
the progress she is etriving for. But Japan 
says that the complete supremacy of men 
over women is the correct thing, and is 
in strict accord with the grand law of 
heaven and earth. To ignore this is ab- 
surd, and to talk contrary to this doc- 
trine is barbarous. A woman in Japan 
has no rights thet a man is bound to re- 
spect. She isa his servant, at any and el! 
times. Husband and wife are never seen 


on the streets together. He goes ahead. 
She ambles along meekly behind, except- 
ing that, should they appear in ropean 
clothing, her position seems to be at once 
advanced and the wife walke by the. hus- 
band's side.
